KILLED IN INDIAN TERRITORY.

Wind and Rain Combine to Take 
Lives and Wreck Property—Crops 
Ruined and Many Homes in Low- 
lying Sections Flooded — Nearly 
Every Building Wrecked.

MUSKOGEE (I. r.) May Several 
persons are reported killed, many in- 
| jured and much damage wrought to 
property as a resiult of the flerce wind 
and rainstorm in various parts of In- 
dian Territory. 

Wires are down and names and de- 
tails are lacking. 

At Owl, twenty-five miles southwest 
of South McAlester, eight persons are 
reported to have been killed and a 
dozen injured. At that piace nearly 
every building is reported wrecked. 
Among the buildings demolished was 
| the town school, Prof. Bingon, a 
taecher, is reported fatally hurt, and 
many pupils are said to have been in- 
jured. It is believed none of them wil! 
die. Among the buildings wrecked 
were a church, which was totally de- 
molished,. three business houses and 
twenty residences. 

A special from Welch, I. T., says 
that a terrific storm swept over that 
part of the Territory, an that several 
persons were injured, some of them se- 
riously. 

In the central and northern part ot 
Indian Territory the worst rainstorm 
in years was experienced.

OIL MEN INDICTED. 


Two Standard Officials Caught up 
by Illinois Grand Jury and They 
Will be Prosecuted With Vigor. 
Former Employee to be Witness. 


EBORIA (Tl) May 6-—The grand 

jury at Pekin, III., has returned in- 

dictments against two high offi- 
clals of the Standard Oil Company. 
Requisition papers will be asked of 
Gov. Deneen next Monday. The 
names have been suppressed. ‘ 

In 1901, Fred Hamsuit purchased from 
a man who represented himself to be 
an agent of the Standard on Company, 
a tank wagon used in peddling oil about 
the streets of the city. After a time he 
ceased to handle the Standard oil, and 
began to sell the product of the Royal 
On Company. Repeated efforts to get 
Hamsult to buy from the Standard 
having failed, Charles Keraher arrived 
on the scene, and after fallure to in- 
duce Hamsuit to return to the Stand- 
ard, filed suit in the court of Justice 
Rapp to replevin the wagon, swearing 
that it was his property. He made 
the case stick, furnishing the necessary 
replevin bond, and on May 15, 1902, was 
given possession of the property. The 
case was called to the attention of the 
office of the Attorney-General in the 
State of Ohio, and in conjunction with 
State's Attorney Charles Schaefer, evi- 
dence was secured which showed con- 
clusively that the property belonged to 
the Standard on Company, and that 
Kersher, who replevined it, is a secret 
service man in their employ. 

State's Attorney Schaefer is author- 
ity for the statement that every effort 
wil] be made to bring the two officials 
to trial. 

In a statement Kersher said that he 
was acting as district manager for the 
Standard Ol] Company at the time, and 
that he was sent to Fein with orders 
to break up competition in that city. 
He also said that the official who had 
jurisdiction over the Ohio district was 
F. T. Collings of Cincinnati. 

Kersher also mentioned the name of 
G. W. Taylor of Kentucky. At the

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Addresses, Music and Theatricals 
in Festival Anniversary, Tuesday 
Night „May Ninth, in Turner Hell. 
Similar Throughout Civilized

On Tuesday, May 9, there will de cel- 
ebrated throughout the civilized world, 
especially where the German tongue 
in, spoken, a unique festival in cente- 
nary memorial of the death of one of 
the world’s great poets, the beloved 
idol of the German student, the immor- 
tal Johann Christoph Friedrich von 
Schiller, which occurred at Jena, Ger- 
many, on May 9%, 1805, just one hun- 
dred years ago. 

While Schiller lived, he was admired 
by thousands of his contemporaries, 
not only for his poetical genius, but 
also for his ardent love of liberty, the 
high moral standard he invariably fol- 
lowed, and the strenuous life he led 
under the most pressing financial dis- 
tress, suffering from the protracted M- 
ness to which he succumbed at the 
early age of 45 years and 5 months.

NEW COUNCIL COMMITTEE WITH 
MULTIFOLD DUTIES. 


-—- 


Charter Amendments Have Brought 
Many Knotty Problems for Legis- 
laters te Soive—Old-time Harmony 
Between Counci! and Commissions 
ne Longer Exists. 


Shall the Council Committee on Pub- 
He Improvements, known as the Beard 
of Public Works, be replaced by a com- 
mittee to be known as the Publit Serv- 
fice Board? 

This question ts now receiving serious 
consideration in municipal circles. On 
January 1, 1906, the duties of the Coun- 
en Board of Public Works will be per- 
formed by a municipal board of public 
works, the members of which are to be 
appointed by the Mayor. 

Ever since the charter amendment 
creating a municipal board went Into 
effect Councilmen have been consider- 
ine a reorganization of committees so 
as to adjust them to the changed con- 
ditions. 

While only an advisory committee, 

t recognised by the charter, the 
othe of Public Works has for years 
heer the most important of the Council 
committees, and the chairmanship of 
the board has been a position more 
eagerly sought than even that of pres- 
Went of the Council. 

Several weeks ago the Council found 
lt necessary to appoint a special com- 
mittee on municipal ownership. But 
the scope of this committee is so nar- 
=" that it has been of little real ben- 

i. 

Counciimen have reached the conclu- 
Sion that what is really required is a 
committee to be known as the “Public 
Service Board.” whose duty it will be 
to pase upon all questions pertuining to 
public-utllity corporations, whether 
municipal or otherwise. 

Some of the duties of this committee, 
es already outlined, would be to con- 


mee all applications for electric rail- 


way or railroad franchises. These have 
heretofore been considered by the 
Beard of Public Works. The Public 
Service Board would also have the gen- 
eral supervision of the manufacture of 
gas delivered to urban consumers, and 
would make yearly recommendations 
as to the maximum rate to be charged 
sonsamers. The board would, in a im- 
manner, recommend the annual 
rate to be charged for electric light and 
power service to city customers, and 
would supervise the quality of light 
and power so delivered. 

Telephone companies would also fall 
Under the jurisdiction of this board, 
which would regulate the service and 
ancually fix the maximum price. 

The Public Service Board would be 
interested in the delivery of water by 
the water department. Last Monday 
the Council was at a loss for a commit- 
tee to which to refer a protest against 
the tax for connections which the wa- 
ter department charges. This tax wns 
fixed dy the Water Roard, over which 
the Council has no jurisdiction. 

Tt would also be the dutv of the Pub- 
He Service Board to investigate all ap- 
peals that come to the Council against 
actions of the Police and Fire boards, 
the Civil Service Commission and the 
municipal Board of Public Works and 


the Park Commission. 


Recent amendments to the city char- 
ter have brought with them new and 
Rnetty for the Council to 


solve. In the good old days when the 
Coun nted all the comilesion- 
ere, and fired them when they became 


obetreperous, it was easy to refer all 
complaints relating to the conduct of 
Ge_artments controlled by commissions 
to the commission in charge.

NO CONDUITS. 
ORDINANCE A MISNOMER. 

Residents of Adams and 
streets are protesting to the city offi- 
clals that the boasted conduit ordi- 
nance has failed to ordain anything ex- 
cept to give to their thoroughfares a 
— 1 mottled telephone and lighting 


The object of the ordinance was to 
compel the telephone and lighting com- 
panies to extend their conduit system 
so as to embrace Figueroa street, be- 
tween Washington and Jefferson 
streets and Adams street between Main 
and Hoover. It was the supreme ef- 
fort of Citizen Fixit Willard. 

May 1 the ordinance became effective, 
but there are no telephone conduits on 
F or Adams street. The Los 
Angeles Gas and Electric Company laid 
gas mains under ground on the streets 
years ago. They are still there. Noth- 
ing has been done, however, to inerease 
the conduit area or to place lighting 
wires in the conduits where these 
are laid. 

Most of the poles and wires have 
been removed from the streets to be 
strung across private property, where 
the residents find them even more ob- 
jectionabie than heretofore. 

Under the terms of the ordinance 
the Council will next fall establish an- 
other “conduit™ district, covering two 
miles of city streets. Inasmuch as the 
present conduit district remains just 
the same that it was a year ago, it is

Members of the Council are consider- 
ing the repeal of the present ordinance 
and the enactment“of one in its 
which will provide for some kin 

tion between the city and the 
lighting and telephone companies. The 
companies are willing to extend the 
present conduit area under certain con- 
ditions, one of them being that the ex- 
tension shail be along streets where 
there are enough consumers to reim- 
burse the companies within a reasona- 
ble time for the cost of the conduit.

IS CUT SHORT. 


ODD LIFE OF HENRY OSBORNE 
ENDS STRANGELY 


— 


the Courthouse disappeared when old 
Henry Osborne died last week. In the 
fullest sense of the term he was a pio- 
neer, having accompanied his father, 
who was a sergeant in Stevenson's reg- 
iment, and landed at San Pedro when 
drinking, dancing and fighting were 
the main things. 

Henry Osborne, Sr., settled down near 
El Monte after the troublous time had 
passed, ang for many years was the 
justice of the peace. He was Sheriff, 
too, for one term, but provoked the 
animosity of a goodly number of people 
by the manner in which be became in- 
volved in a fight ending in the death of 
his antagonist. Young Henry Osborne 
did not live much at home, but had a 
natural predisposition in favor of the 
Spanish people among whom his lot 
had been cast. . 

In turn the boy lived at the old Coro- 
nel homestead, the Dominguez ranch 
and with the Feliz family, the latter 
being owners of the ranch bearing their 
name, and which — into the hands 
of G. J. Griffith. e Feliz family had 
pure Castilian blood in its veins, and 
the women of the house were noted 
for their beauty. Henry Osborne was 
treated here as one of the family. He 
picked up a somewhat haphazard edu- 
cation, but he spoke Spanish fluently, 
and to the end of his life was more of 
a Spaniard than he was American, de- 
spite the color of his skin. 

As the old Mexican pueblo gave way 
te the Americanized city Henry Os- 
borne obtained the appointment as the 
first postmaster, and ve satisfaction 
during his term. e knew every 
person, both American and Mexican, in 
the county, and so the position that 
might have been an onerous one to the 
average American to him was one of 
ease and light duty. He proved him- 
self a satisfactory intermediary be- 
tween the “Americanos” and the Mex- 
fean population, and naturally gravi- 
tated into the courts as an interpreter. 
He shared with the late Don John Fos- 
ter, who died about six years ago. an 
intimate knowledge of old land titles, 
and as his memory was excellent right 
up to the last, Osborne could always 
be depended upon to tell just how any 
certain bit of old property changed 
hands. 

Probably his most famous exploit was 
when he proved to be the means of 
overturning the title to the big White 
ranch near Sen Bernardino. The im- 
mense ranch fell inte Wtigation many 
years G, and the title depended upon 
the validity of the signature of old 
White—the family was half 
Spanish and half A a cer- 


tain deed. The deed purported to have 
been signed by the sefior before 08 
borne’s father as justice of the peace 
near El Monte, the latter being dead at 
the time the litigation began. Henry 
M. Smith, partner of the late Andrew 
Glassell, represented the White family, 
and R. B Carpenter and Wilson and 
Barkley represented the claimants. 

The disputed deeg had been made 
about twenty-five or thirty years be- 
fore—or se purported to haxe been then 
made—and Henry Osborne went upon 
the witness stand and testified to hav- 
ing a fairly perfect recollection of the 
transaction. He told how he was pres- 
ent when Sefior White signed the deed 
before his father, and gave his testi- 
mony with such circumstantial detail 
that his evidence turned the scales to 
the disadvantage of the White family. 

Although Osborne might have made 
large amounts of money by twisting his 
testimony in the involved land cases. 
that filled the courts in the earlier days 
of this city's history, his honesty has 
always been esteemed. ; 

Only in one case, indeed, so far as is 
known, has Osborne's truth when upon 
the witness stand been impugned, and 
that was in the very case alluded to— 
the White ranch case. 

After judgment had been given 
against the original owners it was con- 
templated to try and overturn the find- 
ing of the court. „ testimony 
was the pivotal point in the case—he 
testified to what he had actually seen. 
But while surveying the case and con- 
sidering just what steps might be wis- 
est to adopt in attacking the judgment, 
Henry Os is said to have been 
taken before a certain firm of lawyers, 
and he there is credited with having 
stated that every word that he had tes- 
tified to at the trial was flat perjury, 
and that K the case was reopened he 
was prepared to go upon the witness 
stand and say so. 

But Osborne's readiness was the fatal 
point in any attack that might be made 
upon the court's finding. Any jury, 
however crude, must have of necessity 
realized that both of his statements 
couldn't be true; that if he, indeed 
perjured himeelf for money the first 
time it would be equally probable that 
he was perjuring himself the second 
time. Anticipating what the jury 
might think in such peculiar premises 
the judgment was allowed to stand. 

As a court interpreter 


pepular, though his uncouth re and 
nondescript make-up did not to the 
decorative appearance of the court- 


room. His needs were few and for 
clothing any old garment would do. 
Though clean in his person the various 
details of the toilet did not trouble him. 
This in part was to be accounted for by 
reason of his never having married. 

Several months ago on the street a 
live wire fell and cut off his left ear. 
For that injury he received a mntodest 
company. though 
heal. Lat- 
terly Osborne began to pine for the 
freedom of the hills, and of the days 
when he was a boy roaming bareback 
on the half-broken bronco. He ac- 
cepted an offer to take care of a ranch 
near Calabasas, and here he again lived 
his early life over again. One day last 
week he was found on an open stretch 
of ground—dead. Close by his horse 
was browsing quietly, but on the saddle 
and one side of the animal were bits 
of grass and discolorations indicating 
that the horse had fallen down. It was 
supposed that the animal tripped in «a 
gopher hole and fell on the rider. Some 
of the old timers, however, aver that 
trip or no trip, the horse had not been 
foaled that could throw Henry Osborne 
in any such way as that. They incline 
to the bellef that the old man—he was 
73 years—was indulging a favorite habit 
of putting the horse along in the old 
Spanish style: making it step high and 
swing from side to side, and that prob- 
ably while being made to rear u 
backward. Inasmuch as the old pio- 
neer had no longer the ability of his 
youth, though the nerve he 
may have been unable to save himeelf, 
and perhaps was crushed to death. 

There yet remains in this city one 
other pioneer who landed at San Pedro 
with Col. Stevenson's reciment, 8. 0. 
Houghton, who for the better part of 
forty years was an authority upon 
water rights in thie southern country, 
who for two terms represented this dis- 
trict In Congress—when the district ex- 
tended as far north as San José—con- 
tinues to live In the city that he has 
helped to bulld. 


OLSEN MADE CONFESSION. 
TORE THE PAWN TICKET. 
John F. Olsen, the debonair travel- 

ing man who made away with Mrs. 
Thurber’s diamonds, will come up for 
sentence tomorrow morning. 

Olsen ts the man who was about 
opening an agency for a Chicago mu- 
sic house and was so eager to get @ 
cashier that he winked the other eve 
at a couple of ladies on Spring street, 
and in that manner made the ac- 
quaintance of Mrs. Thurber and her 
sister. Their adventures were fully 
explotted at the trial, when the jury 
found that Oben had taken undue 
itberties with Mra, Thurber's dia- 
monds, even if she was his cashier and 
partner in the musical agency scheme.

PUBLIC WILL CALL HALT. 
“Tt is generally believed that a 
bonded indebtedness is not in excess 
ef the actual value of the property 
that is mortgaged to secure it, but it 
is true that sometimes investors lend 
money in excess of the actual value of 
the security. This is often true in cases 
of loans in the nature of bond issues on 
property of so-called public corpora- 
tions, for here the amount of the 
bonded debt is often determined by 
the ability of the corporation to pay 
interest rather than by the actual 
value of the property. Thus when a 
municipality fixes the rate for water 
or gas, or any other commodity, at a 
figure that will enable the company to 
pay interest only on the value of the 
property it owns, a company that is 
overbonded will be unable to meet its 
obligations and the bondholders will 
suffer a proportional loss. It there- 
fore behooves the purchasers of 
bonds, as well as the purchasers of 
stocks in quasi-public corporations, to 
inquire into the actual value of the 
property represented by the stocks 
and bonds that are offered to the 
public, for sooner or later the public 
will demand that present abnormal 
conditions cease. 
“Ignorance and indifference on the 
part of the public have for many 
years allowed corporation mani pula- 
tion to create fictitious values, based 
alone on what the people have been 
paying for public utilities, simply be- 
cause they did not have the knowledge 
or courage ta demand that prices 
reduced to accord with real values. 
FORTUNES WILL CRUMBLE. 
“This condition of affairs has made 
It“ possible to amass great fortunes, 
many of which will be seriously de- 
pleted when the fictitious values on 
which they depend are crushed out by 
public investigation and action. 
“The public has slept long on its 
rights and has suffered much in con- 
sequence, but, fortunately, wise and 
equitable rules of law and justice 
make it possible for the people to 
again assert their rights. 
“Phe worst thing to be regretted is 
that the creators of these fictitious 
values have realized their questionable

Painted in a uniform color to con- 
form with the other equipment of the 
ad, the freight cars, more * 
termed express cars, shine with var- 
rish and are spick and span in cleanli- 
ness. With the addition of seats, they 
would be acceptable as passenger ve- 
hictes. 


LOCAL FREIGHT SERVICE. 

The freight house of the Pacific Elec- 
iric Company, into which run the 
freight cars operated on some divisions 
of the line, is at Seventh street and 
Central avenue. To this point Los An- 
gcles merchants deliver freight and ex- 
press matter for such surrounding ter- 
ritory as is served by the ratlway line, 
while shipments are brought there on 
the cars from out-of-town points. 

This freight station is reached over a 
private right of way. Over this line, 
the market gardeners whose lands are 
adjacent to the tracks of the interurban 
trolley system ship their produce for 
the Los Angeles markets. 

Strawberries and other fruits, vege- 
tables and other “truck” that can be 
handied conveniently in the cars are 
brought to Los Angeles several times a 
day by fast cars and are placed on the 
market within a few hours of the time 
they leave the gardens. 

In contrast to this te the method still 
in vogue in many sections of the sur- 
rounding territory, where the produce 
is loaded onto wagons and is hauled 
many miles over rough and dusty 
roads. in the hot sun or in the darkness 
- of night—only to reach the markets, 
and tater the table, wilted and crushed, 
and stele with the delay attending its 
har dling. In many instances the 
produce is on the road from twelve to 
Neersen hours, whereas the trolleys 
would reduce this time to an hour or 
two at the outside.

Eastern critics are finding that 
Paderewski has been “running down” 
toward the close of his tour. The Bos- 
ton Transcript says: 

“Admirers of the Pederewski of ten 
or so years ago might have wished 
that, instead of flocking to Symphony 
Hall on Saturday, they had stopped at 
home with the memory of wonderful 
playing in their hearts. Decadence is 
not a pleasant sight to witness. With 
the best will in the world, however, it 
is impossible to assert that Mr. Pad- 
erewski now plays as well as he used 
to play, provided he was in a normal 
condition on Saturday, It is possible, 
of course, that the trials and fatigues 
of a long concert tour have exhausted 
him. bodily and nervously. 

“Be the causes what they may, Mr. 
Paderewski at his recital displayed 
many qualities for which he would be 
roundly censured were he an artist 
of less repute. The Schumann fan- 
tasia was, to be plain, very badly 
played, with shockingly hard tone, 
with a wanton distortion of the 
rhythm, with affected phrasing, and 
with a succession of endles pauses 
after each episode that had a singu- 
larly unpleasant effect on the nerves. 
An auditor could only look about him 
in amazement; what had come over 
the man? The toccata, although bril- 
liantly played, brought no relief, and 
immediately after came a Beethoven 
sonata, to be followed, without delay, 
by the Paganini ‘Variations!’ No liv- 
ing artist could make such a pro- 
gramme tolerable, least of all Mr. Pad- 
erewski, in his Saturday mood. 

“It is most disconcerting to find to- 
day only flashes of genius in the 
man whom, not many years ago, ev- 
erybody held so very high. Hard 
tone, affectation, false rhythm and dull 
prose seem now to be substituted for 
the most exquisite tone, genuineness 
and delicate poetry. Does Mr. Pade-

The New Velazquez in Boston. 

This important acquisition, amount- 
ing Indeed to national importance, is 
discussed in the Burlington at consid. 
erable length by Francis Lathrop. It 
seems that there arose considerable 
controversy regarding the authentic- 
ity of the work, and Mr. Lathrop and 
several other artists were requested 
to make ea critical examination of it. 
A minute description is given of the 
picture, and a photograph of it; then 
it is critically compared with four 
other portraits by Velazquez, phöto- 
graphs of which are also ed. 
A comparative analysis of method 
leads Mr. Lathrop to conclude: “Pre- 
cisely this evidence of a struggle and 
its happy issue tends to confirm the 
belief in the authenticity of the pic- 
ture. It shows us the young Velaz 
quez working under the conditions to 
which he must have been subjected 
at the date assigned to the painting of 
this picture. 

“The entire picture is a monument 
of conscientious and sustained effort. 
Nowhere is there any sign of relax- 
ation in the determination to make 
it perfect—and I think I have said 
enough to show that its handling is 
exactly such as we might have looked 
for in the work of Velazquez at this 
date, 1623. The corrections in the 
outline of the cloak—as well as the

Mr. Lungren's Exhibition. |

of interest, No. 1. ro’ the Roco 
Aftergiow. (Olls.) A long low horizon, 
strongly marked by rocky, tablelike 
hills, purple and biue, in marked re- 
lief to the yellow, plains 
spreading to the foot of the hills;

rather accentuate the loneliness of 
the desert. The picture is vigorously 
painted and ig flooded with sunshine. 
No, 2, “Trail of the High Place.” (Pas 
tel.) A remarkable mass of rock, up 
the Hatural cleavage of which a rude 
stone stair ascends to Walp!, the 
meeting place of the Mokis. The 
| Outer mass has a singularly bold out- 
line, the terminal pinnacle cutting 
into the clear, hard y. The draw- 
ing of the stratification and the color- 
ing of the sun-bleached surfaces are 
equally effective. The treatment of 
the light is particularly noticeable. 
No. 3. “Silence.” (Pastel.) In the face 
of the cliff, in an arched recess, are 
the long-deserted works of the cliff- 
dwellers, known as Montezuma’s 
Castle, near Prescott, Arts., a com- 
panion picture to the “Trail of the 
High Place: well expressive of its 
title and drawn with decision and 
adroitness; full of light and delicate 
coloring, truly a picture of desolation. 
No. 4. “In the Desert.” A tremendous 
foreground of broken masses of rock, 
rather too photographic in effect; cold 
rather than warm; displays the same 
good drawing and perspective, and 
gives a sense of great distance. 

Nos. 11-23, realistic and doubtless in- 
teresting to those acquainted with the 
desert and its incidents, but are in a 
class distinctly apart from such work 
as the first three. I have already re 
terre i to the Egyptian pictures, which 
show more feeling and more sense of 
than any of the others, except - 
ng “Silence,” and possibly “Trail of 
the High Place.” Of the London 
scenes, No. 13, “Piccadilly Circus,” 
gives a fine impression of the fam 
lar crowd of cabs, "busses, hansoms 
and foot passengers that swarm there 
just before and immediately after the 
theaters open or close. The moving 
lights, the glare reflected in the driz- 
zle which glistens and reveals, yet at 
the same time encloses with a sort 
of mysterious gloom—all these are 
combined to make a capital piece of 
chiaroscuro. No. 19, “After the Play,” 
is a smaller edition of a similar et. 
fect. So is No. 14, the “Passing 
Train,” which, however, does not 
convey the impression of a passing 
so much as a standing train. 

No. 20. “The Upper Pool From 
London Bridge.” The crowded steam- 
ers and lighters, the winding steam 
drifting from tall smokestacks, the 
rattling winches, the turbid stream 
the Tower Bridge looming up through 
the murk of the dull November day, 
form a soft gray-blue picture that is 
very reminiscent.

People should 
recollect that Cambridge lies in the 
shadow of Boston. and topers refused 
drinks in one town can easily get them 
fa the other.

fore many other individuals and in- 
terests in a minor fashion. is a moet 
serious thing and should not be 
treated lightly.”

Check to France in Morocco. 

The whole world is in trouble when 
I travel,” is a remark accredited to the 
German Emperor when he read the 
newspaper reports of the political flur- 
ry caused by his recent visit to Tan- 
gier. Although the words may seem to 
have a deprecatory ring, their literal 
truth is beyond all question. First ex- 
citement over the Morocco episode has 
subsided, but the aftermath of trouble 
due to the Kaiser's action is now be- 
ginning to come into full evidence. 
Latest reports indicate that the French 
mission to Fes has been politely 
“turned down.” The claims put for- 


ward by France, tendered in the form 


of good advice to the Sultan, have 
been to a certain extent admitted as 
reasonable. But on the broad issue the 
adjustment of difficulties is held to be 
a matter for a European commission, 
and not for France acting alone. This 
is a most adroit anawer; the wiles of 
diplomacy are thoroughly understood 
by the keen and subtle Arab mind. 
For in view of the declared resdive 
by France not to submit the Moroccan 
question to the powers generally, such 
temporizing means simply a refusal of 
the terms proffered without the neces- 
sity of expressing any opinion on their 
detalis. In other words, reforms in Mo- 
roceo have been brought to a dead halt, 
and must so remain until the Europea: 
entanglements over the controversy are 
ectraightened out. 


The French Reform Programme. 

The p urged by the French 
mission now at the Moorish capital are 
reported to be as follows: Reform of 
the Sultan's military forces under 
French guidance and supervision; set- 
tlement of French delegates in certain 
troubled districts near the Algerian 
frontier; pacification of the Tangier 
district by an efficient police force; con- 
trol of the customs and the ports, the 
latter to be improved; establishment 
of a state bank; reform of the census 
and of the coinage; reform of the civil 
code in Morocco and of the laws of 
property: construction of roads and the 
laying of cables. This its, without 
dou, a most drastic and ambitious 
programme, that would have taken 
years to carry out, but would eventu- 
ally have brought Morocco thoroughly 
into line with modern civilization. In 
the result. equally bevond doubt, the 
country would have become virtuaily 
a dependency of France, for the pro- 
jected state bank, to take a single one 
of the reforms in detail, would have 
been to all intents and purposes the 
Moroccan treasury, administering all 
government revenues and regulating its 
expenditures. No impartial mind can 
fall to see that this gradual reduction 
of Morocco to a state of orderliness 
and financial etability must be for the 
ultimate good and happ!ness of its 
ple; for under present conditions the 
country ie in a state of chronic revolu- 
tion, involving bloody fighting among 


— 


the natives, and jeopardizing the lives 
and the property of foreigners, even 
within the coastal towns opened to for- 
eign trade. But for the time being. 
as hag been shown, Germany Dbiocks 
the, way to any change. 

Delcasse’s Firm Attitude. 

The next move in the game of di- 
plomacy will be watched with eager 
expectancy and with no tte anxiety. 
Germany's attempt to force the French 
Foreign Minister, M. Deleassé, from 
power, by Casting discredit on his Mo- 
roccan policy, has failed. Delcassé re- 
signed, but overwhelming national sen- 
timent, strengthened by pressure from 
his colleagues, compelled him to with- 
draw his resignation. This expression 
of confidence means that the Frencn 
government and the French nation 
stand solidly behind Déicassé. And the 
latter has declared, in most unmistak- 
able terms, that it is the mission of 
France to bring order into the trou- 
bled Mohammedan state * with 
her Algerian frontier. England, he ar- 
gues, holds vastly preponderating inter- 
ests over all other countries in the 
matter of trade, and Spain by her ter- 
rial footing at Ceuta and by her 
historical association with the land of 
the Moors is also directly concerned, 
But there two powers have by treaty 
commissioned France to proceed with 
her proposed Moroccan reforms, and 
therefore no other power has the right 
to interfere so long as the guarantee 
is given—as the Anglo-British treaty 
approved by Spain gave it—that the 
open door shall be maintained, and 
equal commercial privileges granted to 
every flag. 

Whe is to Climb Down? 

Count von Tattenbach-Ashold, the 
leader of the German mission now on 
its way to Fez, has made the following 
statement in the course of an inter- 
view: “Germany's course is clear. 
claims equal rights with other nations, 
end insists on the integrity of the 
Moorish empire.” If equal rights mean 
“equal commercial rights,” these are 
already secured to Germany. But if the 
integrity of the Moorish empire“ im- 
plies ite preservation in its present con- 
dition of internecine strife, bloodshed, 
lawlessness and brigandage—a state of 
things that is not only repellant to ev- 
ery instinct of modern civilization, but 
constitutes a constant menace to 
France on her Algerian frontier—then 
it is clear that the Kaiser's interven- 
tlon in Moroccan internal affairs by 
dispatching a special mission to Fes 
will lead to trouble. For France now 
tc withdraw from her reforming cam- 
paign. would be to accept a pubiic hu- 
millation at the hands of Germany, 
which everyone who understands the 
French character knows to be impos- 
sible. Meanwhile both Great Britain 
and Spain give to France their strong 
moral support by dispatching to Fez 
missions that will help to counteract 
the limportance of the German mission. 
Furthermore, King Edward's recent 
visit to Paris has been made the o¢ca- 
sion of a most demonstrative assertion 
of the Anglo-French understanding. 
The main danger now lies in the fact 
that for either Germany or France to 
recede is a point that touches the na- 
tional pride. Which is to climb down— 
Delcassé¢, backed by his people, or the 
Kaiser, egged on by the party of Ger- 
man chauvinism? That's the rub; and, 
although there is no likelihood of se- 
rious developments immediate!iv. there 
will be an accumulation of fri on- 
heat, if Germany persists in applying 
the brake to Moroccan reforms, that 
must ultimately prove dangerous. 


The Plague in india. 

For nearly ten years now India Was 
been in the grip of the tarible bubonic 
plague, imported originally from Hong- 

ong into Bombay. In Hongkong the 
epidemic, after committing deadly rav- 
ages. was mastered, and the sporadic 
outbreaks in various parts of the 
world, through the infection having 
been carried over sea by trading ves- 
sels, have all been nipped in the bud. 
But in India the tale is otherwise. Al- 
though medical science has waged a 
continuous war that has displayed just 
as much courage as Was ever shown 
on a battlefield, it has still to admit 
itself baffled. Forty-five thousand 
deaths from plague in a single week in 
India'—this is the latest report, and 
establishes a truly appalling record. 
The causes are not far to seek. Ignor- 
ance and superstition work hand in 
hand to defeat sanitary precautions. 
end defenses. Inoculation is so bitterly 
opposed by caste and religious preju- 
dices that no really effective steps can 
be taken to enforce it. Even the fatal 
jem of the Hindu works in favor of 
the scourge, for, after the first panic 
ef pestilence, the average native now 
revards the wholesale ravages of the 
plague as an ordinary incident of life— 
a dispensation of providence that can- 
not be averted, and therefore must be 
helplessly accepted. To instill sanitary 
notions into minds soe constituted ‘s 


well nigh impossible. Under such de- 
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pressing conditions is the heart-break- 
ing fight gailantiy concinags. 
Grand Ducal Spoils. 
The finest sinecure on earth is to be 
born a Russian Grand Duke. In Rus- 
sia there are sixty-five of them, mem- 
bers of the imperial family. Each en- 
joys an annual salary—for doing noth. 
ing—of $2,000,000. From the day of its 
birth every child of a Grand Duke be- 
comes entitied to a yearly allowance 
of $600,000 if a boy, and half that sum 
ii a girl. The revenue of the existing 
Grand Dukes, which is exempt from ail 
texation, amounts to a grand total of 
$700,000,000. The question may well sug- 


gest itself, why should Russia want to 
borrow war funds in Paris whe she 


has her Grand Dukes untap 4 
even untaxed? At this juncture these 
wealthy offshoots of royalty might 
well be expected to display their pa- 
triotism, up to now latent as regards 
the cash box and vicarious as regards 
the battlefield.

The Need for More Railways. 

Presiding at the railway congress, 
opened last week in Washington, Vice- 
President Fairbanks pointed out that 
the work of railway construction and 
reconstruction is unending. “The ra- 
way. terminals, and rolling stock,” he 
sala, “sulted to the needs of yester- 
day, are inadequate for the necessities 
of today, and still much larger provis- 
lon must be made for the requirements 
of tomorrow.” To show the full truth 
of this statement, let the growth of 
population in the United States be 
co sidered. According to the census of 
190° the increase during the preceding 
decade was at the rate of 20 per cent. 
At the same rate of increase our popu- 
lation in 1910 would be about 92,000,000. 
Bur meanwhile there is an immense 
advance in immigration, and the rea- 
sorable certainty is that the figure will 
be nearly, if not quite, the round 100. 
000 0660. This means that within a pe- 
riog of ten years provision will have 
had to be made for the railread re- 
quirements of over 20,000,000 new peo- 
ple When we consider what this im- 
plies in the rallway handling, not 
merely of the individuals themselves, 
but of the supplies they consume and 
the products of their labor, the mag- 
nitude of the problem will be evident. 
There must be stupendous efforts put 
forth in every department of railroad 
construction if there is to be trans- 
portation adequate to the rapidly- 
growing requirements of the country. 
Tebacee Growing in Ireland. 

Irishmen abroad, and all the friends 
of Ireland will be interested in learn- 
ing that there is the reasonable proba- 
bility of the Emerald Isle soon being a 
land where tobacco of superior quality 
is grown. Extensive experiments have 
been carried out by the Department of 
Agriculture to prove the possibilities 
of the induetry on a commercial scale. 
Twenty acres were set aside for the 
testa, and four classes of solls were 
tried with three varieties of the to- 
bacco plant. The crop was shown to 
flourish best on a fairly heavy clay 
loam, with a well-drained clay sub- 
soll in good manurial condition. The 
yield of leaf averaged 440 pounds to the 
acre, but it was pointed out by the 
expert brought over from America to 
watch the experiment in its fina) 
stxges that the seed had been gown too 
widely apart, so that the lan might 
have grown about twice the number of 
plants that were actually produced. 
Despite this serfous drawback, how- 
ever, a net profit of close on $69 per 
acre was realized. Moreover the qual- 
itv and the texture of the leaf have 
been pronounced by experts and manu- 
facturers on both sides of the Atlantic 
to be excellent. So there is every like- 
liheod of a large number of farmers 
going in for tobacco cultivation as a 
regular feature of mixed farming. 
When the dudeen in the Irish cabin is 
filled with home-grown tobacco, the 
Irishman will count himself as a stage 
further toward the independence of 
Ire'and. For Belfast is one of the great 
world’s centers of the tobacco-manu- 
facturing industry. so that from seed 
to ash the tobacco need never leave 
the land. 

Ramie is being industriously ex- 
ploited in Europe as “the textile of the 
future.” It is pointed out that the re- 
cert cotton crisis has emphasized the 
need for a new fiber. Ramie tf a kind 
of nettle that has long been grown 
com mercially in China and other east- 
ern countries, and is there extensively 
used for the making of dress fabrics, 
Also of nets, ropes, and other articles. 
In the Philippine section of the St. 
Louis Exporition it may be recatied 
that some beautiful ramie cloths were

men. And this nation, trained to 
obedience of the imperial wish as no 
family of children were ever trained to 
obedience of the paternal command, 
ceased forthwith to spend its money 
upon flags and bunting and banners 
and lanterns by the tens of thousands, 
and settled itself to await the end with 
as little demonstration of jubilant 
feeling as possible. 

The other day Mukden fell into the 
hands of the Japanese and was fol- 
lowed very shortly by Tiehling. These 
were the first great events since Port 
Arthur, and one naturally expected to 
see some evidence of intelligent ap- 
preciation in Tokio. I left the hotel, 
in fact, a number of times, and went 
down through the Ginza, the Broad- 
way of Japan. just to see if I couldn't 
find some indication that this coun- 
try is at war and winning such a suc- 
cession of victories as would keep 
any other country in the hands of 
decorators week in and week out. 
Nothing happened. Nobody said a 
word, and this time it looked indeed 
like stolidity or stupidity, but it was 
not.

was a most deliberate affair. All the 
flags and things were put up at a 
certain hour in the morning, a few 
speeches were made in a stand erected 
for the purpose at a certain hour in 
the afternoon, and by 4 or 5 o'clock 
there was not a single banner nor bit 
of bunting left in the air, and the 
crowd had quietly dispersed. It was 
merely an arranged meeting to offer 
public thanks to the army and navy 
for the splendid work they are doing 
for the nation, and it was carried out 
with as much dignity and detorum 
as if it had been some hero's funeral 
instead of a celebration.

CITY OF MEXICO, May 1.—A minor 
chord running through the attentions, 
social and official, shown to the offi- 
cers and crew of the American warship 
Columbia in this city, created an anom- 
alous condition this week. The jollifi- 
cation of the men was necessarily lim- 
ited and suppressed, even within the 
walls of American homes and clubs. 
The remains of Ambassador Manuel! 
Aspiroz reached Vera Cruz harbor on 
Saturday noon. The Columbia had 
been in Cuban waters, but was ordered 
to Pensacola, and thenge to New York, 
steaming northward at a nineteen-knot 
clip. After the vessel anchored near 
the pliers in the Mexican port, the 
oaken casket was carried ashore in the 
barges of the Columbia, covered with 
the flags of Mexico and the United 
States, whose silken fringes trailed on 
either side in the blue waters of the 
gulf. The body reached this city by 
special train Tuesday morning about 3 
o'clock, instead of Monday night at 9, 
as expected. Hundreds of Americans 
were awaiting at the depot the arriv.1i 
of the belated train, alike to thus pay 
tribute to the distinguished. dead and 
to see the American sailors on this 
first peaceful visit to Mexico. In the 
patio of the Foreign Office, deeply dec- 
orated, the body lay in state till 10 
o'clock on Tuesday forenoon, when ft 
was carried to the temporary vault 
among the cypresses of Dolores, there 
to rest until the National Pantheon is 
completed. 

The President and an immense cor- 
tége attended the state funeral, and 
among them the five officers and the 100 
men of the Columbia. The marine band 
also came here adding to the brilliancy 
of the visit. Chaplain Reaney of the 
Columbia conducted a short service at 
the tomb, and after a poem by Bal- 
bino Davalos of the Foreign Office, a 
brief eulogy was pronounced by For- 
eign Minister Ignacio Mariscal. 

Another link thus fell and turned into 
dust, and the chain of Mexico's grand 
old men has to be rewelded in the 
pathos of tears. Aspiroz hewed to the 
line, no matter where the chips fell. 
His devotion to duty was splendid. 
Whether as Judge Advocate, voting 
death to Maximilian, or later guiding 
his country’s relations with the .great- 
est nation on earth, his was a career of 
quiet modesty, set in the majesty of a 
well-rounded life. 

PICTURE THAT WILL LINGER. 

Released from the iron discipline of 
naval service as a voluntary escort to 
the remains of Ambassador Aspiroz, 
the courteous calis made on Mme. As- 
piroz and governmental officials, the 
naval officers and men have enjoyed, 
as best they might, but with respectful 
quiet, the hospitality of the Mexican 
eapital. Thursday they started for 
Vera Cruz again to embark on the 
Columbia. Their bright, natty appear- 
ance relieved the tension of the mo- 
ment, and softened the stroke that has 
fallen on Mexico. The flashing cos- 
tumes of the officers, the scariet- 
coated marine band, the marines them- 
selves in red and navy blue, the biue- 
jackets in loose costume with shore 
leggings and fiat caps, have made a pic- 
ture which will linger for many a day. 
The Mexican people have recognized 
and regarded them with friendly and 
even affectionate esteem, for they came 
here to do honor in true american fash- 
ion to one of the most forceful men in 
Mexican history. 

This is the first time American sajlors 
and marines have trod the streets of 
Mexico ona friendly errand. Their re- 
ception has characteristically 
Mexican, Arab-like in its completeness. 
All the men were the guests of the 
government, the officers housed in the 
Palace Hotel, and the men at the Mu- 
itary Academy of Chapultepec, where 
100 cadets were sent to their city 
homes to make room for the visitors. 
Capt. Anzueta, of the Naval Academy 
of Vera Crus, with a number of offi- 
cers, was detailed to wait on the 
Americans. The American band recip- 
rocated in a measure by playing at 
guard mount for the cadets. But for 
the exceptional character of their mis- 
gion in Mexico, the Americans would 
have reecived demonstrations outshin- 
ing those showered on the Mexican 
army representatives at the Buffalo 
Exposition in July, 1991. Such inter- 
change of friendly character can but 
cement the two nations, linking them 
in more established confraternity. 

GREATER IMMIGRATION. 
Mexico does not leap forward as does 
the United States by the impact of im- 
migration. Until 18838 Mexico was iso- 
lated from the world, having no ra- 
roads to connect it with the Northland. 
In 1776 the United States had 3,000,000 
inhabitants and no immigrants to speak 
of for some years, and only 8385 in 1820. 
An increase in immigration really oc- 
curred in 1845, when 114,371 Europeans 
landed in the United States: in 1902 
there were 648,046 immigrants: in 1908, 
939,430. This year will probably reach 
the million mark. On the other hand in 
1519, the first year of Modern Mexico 
when Cortez came, he found an empire 
of 30,000,000, whose boundaries were 
somewhat shadowy, being pitched any- 
where from the Mound BuilJers of Ohio 
or the Cliff Dwellers of Arizona to the 
Lakes of Nicaragua. The Spanish de- 
populated the country. Later the terri- 
tory of Mexico was reduced one halt by 
the United States acquisition, and in 
1876 this republic had 8,000,000 inhabi- 
nts, and now has 14,000,000. The City 
of Mexico had in 1876 250,000 and now 
has 426.000, or almost 100,000 more in- 
habitants than Washington, D. C. The 
phenomenal increase of population in 
the United States was due to historic 
precedent, traceable to the cogent cohe- 
siveness of the nation that peopled the 
United States. 

Improvement has set in especially 
since the junction of railroads with the 
United States and immigration has 
commenced in a slowly increasing ratio. 
If, for instance, New York increases at 
its present rate it will have 4,000,000 peo- 
ple at thé census of this year, and in 
fifteen years will have double that pop- 
ulation, while seventy-five years hence 
Greater New York will have swelled to 
a population of 40,000,000 souls. New 
York is said to be 3000 miles distant 
from this city, yet it is only 100 hours 
away. Within twenty years that dis- 
tance will be reduced at least one half. 
By that time Mexico will have grown to 
fill the Federal District, and easily have 
a population of 3,000,000. This capital 
has doubled within the past twenty-five 
years and is now increasing at a com- 
pounded rate. 

ORANGES TO BE INSPECTED. 
Dr. John Isaacs of Los Angeles, 
representative of the California Hor- 


States Department of Agriculture, who: 
came to Mexico to inves te the al- 
leged orange worm, a pest which had 
beer reported to be quite general 
throughout the country, has com- 
pleted his work and returned north- 
ward, He was accompanied to all the 
large orange-growing districts of the 
country by Prof. A. L. Herrera of the 
Mexican Department of Encourage- 
ment. It was demonstrated that the 
orange-worm pest exists only in the 
Morelos State, where the government is 
stamping it out as quickly #5 pos- 
sible. However, as a matter of pre- 
cattion, Dr. Isaacs will recommend 
the appointment of inspectors at the 
border, to examine ali Mexican oranges 
and prevent any infected fruit G@nding 
its way into the American market. 
Another practical result of this visit 
wil, be the establishment by the Mex- 
ican government of experimental sta- 
tions at Cordoba and elsewhere for 
the purpose of instructing Mexican 
plenters in better methods of orange 
cultivation. The States of Jalisco and 
Guarmajuato were visited, and also 
Vera Cruz, where the fruit was found 
free of the worms. The Jalisco orange 
is not yet up to the level of the Cal- 
ifornia fruit, because of the inferior 
class of shoots planted. 
IMPORTANT POINT RAISED. 

The day may not be far distant when 
no more suits for personal injuries 
sustained in Mexico will be tried in the 
United States. In cases of American 
citizens against Mexican railways the 
United States courts have just 
rulng that they have no jurisdiction 
where the injuries in Mexico resulted 
in death, in case of people run over or 
otherwise injured by trains. They base 
theit findings upon the fact that suits 
of this nature have to be tried by Mex- 
ica.) law, although the trial is in the 
United States courts, and the Mexican 
lav provides that judgments in per- 
soral-injury suits shall be paid in in- 
stallments by the week, month, or year, 
an whatever the plaintiff earns in the 
meantime shall be deducted from these 
installments. Accordingly it is claimed 
the United States have no jurisdiction 
to try claims for personal injuries re- 
cel ed in Mexico. This is the first time 
the point has been raised. 

NEWS “BOILED DOWN.” 

Mrs. Nettie Keefe, aged 35 and wife 
of Charles Keefe, died today at the 
family residence in this city from 
congestion of the stomach. She was 
born in Virginia City, Nev. later 
moved to San Francisco, where, she 
was living at the time of her marriage 
fourteen years ago. 

Gen. 8. B. M. oung, U.S.A. (re- 
tired) is here accompanied by Jas. 
J. Haynes, United States collector of 
customs at Laredo. They will stay 
here a few days and then visit south- 
ern Mexico. Gen. Young is the subject 
of respectful recognition and enthus- 
lastic acclamation by the American 
sallors and marines of the Columbia. 

President Arthur E. Stilwell of the 
Kansas City, Mexico and Oriental 
Railway is expected here with a party 
of friends on one of his periodical 
Visits to this country. 

Secretary Shaw has notified the State 
Department that the government will, 
in the future, accept Mexican silver 
dollars at their face value, but that 
the Mex dollars of the eastern coun- 
tries, which are not guaranteed by the 
Mexican government, will be 
only at their bullion value. 

The silver coins used throughout 
the Spanish and Latin countries and in 
Asia, which are known as “Mexican” 
money, were not all minted in Mexi- 
co, and will not be redeemed by Presi- 
dent Dias s administration. In the fu- 
ture, to distinguish the two kinds of 
“Mexican” dollars, the Treasury 
partment will -designate the actual 
Mexican coins as Mex and the others 
as “Chinese-Mexican dollars.” 

R. Gilpin of Los Angeles has taken 
charge of the Prieta Mine in the Parral 
District, and will soon commence to 
pump the water from it. The prop- 
erty is one of the oldest in the Parral 
District and reported good in every 
way. 

Paul Frisch of Germany ie in the 
city on his way to California where he 
is engaged in the labor of taking gold 
from the auriferous gravels. He has 
been spending some time at Cuernavaca 
and its vicinity and came to Mexico 
as his work in California was closed 
down temporarily. About November he 
expects to return and go inte Guer- 
rero to look into the gold discoveries 
by Pref. Niven.

Although the conver- 
sations with the Spirit of John McCul- 
lough are sweet and gentile, they throw 
no additional light upon “spirit com- 
munication.”

The chief claim of this work 
is to be found in its supernatural origin 
claim. Were this remarkable claim en- 
tirely original with the present author, 
it might be of sufficient appeal to win 
to the work a host of curious readers.

Thereafter and until the close of the 
war Gen. Heath was not again en- 
trusted with any important operation 
in the field. Following his return to 
private life, in 1783, he found congenial 
employment in the conduct of his farm 
in Roxbury. He also served as 4 
member of the State convention that 
ratified the Federal Constitution, as a 
State Senator in 1791 and 1792, and in 
1793 as probate judge in his county. In 
1806 he was elected Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor of his State, but declined the 
office. At the time of his death, Jan- 
vary 24, 1814, he was the last surviving 
major-general of the Continental Army. 
Gen. Heath's “memoirs” were pub- 
lished in 1798. and have never been re- 
printed except in a limited edition. 
There is, therefore, excellent reason 
why they #hold now be reissued in a 
form which places them within the 
reach of the student of siender purse. 
Heath falls now and then to make clear 
the true meaning of events, and this 
defect the present editor has essayed to 
remedy in his notes, at the same time 
elucidating references that might 
otherwise be obscure to the average 
reader R. R. W.

| periences, Impressions and Observations 


of Two Americans Abroad.” The other 
American is the author's wife, Mrs. 
Condit. As to the scope of the book its 
title gives more than a hint. A trayeler 
to write exhaustively of a country 
most linger long within its borders. 
He may be able to write down slight 
impressions, but for accuracy thefe is 
demanded more than a flight through 
the country. Now the mere fact that 
Mr. Condit attempts to write of three 
continents, having spent in the three 
only two years of time, speaks against 
the value of the book as a work of in- 
forming character. The book is,’ how- 
ever, of considerable interest. e Au- 
thor, though at times flippant in. his 
treatment, has a good eye with which 
tc see things, and he has a ready pen 
to record the things which he sees. His 
book is a very large one. There are in 
all more than six hundred pages of 
very closely printed text. The illus- 
trations, of which there are perhaps 
thirty, are the least attractive port 

of the book. They. are of scenes with 
which the average reader is only too fa- 
miliar, and the reproduction is not of 
euch a character as to warrant boast- 
fulness on the part of the publishers.

In Old California. 


Mary Austin’s “Isidro.” now pub- 
lished in book form, is a good illustra- 
tion of the fact that the best story 
may lose much in serial publication. 
The character of Mrs. Austin’s latest 
work makes such loss inevitable: and 
it is highly improbable that it pro- 
duced as strong an impression on those 
who read it in the Atlantic, as it wi'l 
on those who read it as a, book, with- 
out the long waits between acts. 

“Isidro” is a novel of the old mis- 
sion days in California—the story of 
Isidro Escobar, a neophyte intending 
to become a priest, who, setting out 
for the Presidio at Monterey, falls into 
all manner of adventures through 
coming on a flock of shepherdiless 
sheep and later on a lad, Zarzo. The 
dogs with the sheep insist on Isidro’s 
adopting them and caring for their 
charges, and the owner's brand on the 
sheep being known to Zarto and Peter 
Lebecque, with whom de lives, it is 
arranged that Isidro, assisted by Zarzo. 
shail drive them to a place where 
are other flocks and other shepherds 
of the same owner. Zarzo, however, 


who knows that he is not the child 
of Lebecque, insists on following 
Isidro to Monterey, after the sheep 
have been disposed of. It happens 


that the flock was shepherdiess by 
reason of the fact that the shepherd, 
having killed the owner, has fled 
fear; and suspicion falls 
more particularly because, when he 
first ‘appears with the sheep, he has 
blood upon his clothes from a lamb 
which he has killed to feed the sheep 
dogs. He is arrested, but a priest 
to whom the real murderer made con- 
fersion sets out to find the latter, dis- 
covers him dying of a fever and causes 
him to sign a witten confession. 

In the meantime, Zarzo is abducted 
by Marcado, an Indian half-breed, who 
lassoes him and carries him off by 
force. For it chances that Zargo is 
not a boy but a girl, Jacinta, daugh- 
ter of Jesus Castro, commandante of 
San Blas, and of Ysabel, his wife, who, 
compelled to marriage with him, hated 


him and shrank from and sent away 


from her the new-born child that re- 
sembied tim. Then Ysabel died, and 
the serving woman who had fled with 
it was not again heard from. But 
Magcado, the Indian, knew of the sex 
of Zarzo, when she was living in the 
house of Lebecque, and determined to 
possess her. Nevertheless, in the wild- 
erness with her he is cowed by her 
spirit and dares not accomplish his 
: and in the end she is rescued

by the liberated Isidro, who gives her 
his name in order to protect r from 


scandal. 

This he does as a mere formality: 
and leaves her on the wedding day, 
intending still to enter the priesthood.

The influence of the 
church over the people is vastly in- 
creased when every priest can say to 
his flock, “You see we are so wonder- 
ful that the Czar himeelf must appeal 
to us for aid.” The Holy Synod is 
pursuing its own. policy of self-ad-

churchman who died two centuries 
ago. The prayers which the Czar will 
offer up at the altar of the cathedral 
and at the tomb of St. Serafin will be 
specially composed for him by mem- 
bers of the Holy Synod, and their tone 
will be unusually supplicative. After 
the Czar has concluded his prayers 
divine service will be celebrated in 
the cathedral in the presence of the 
distinguished company from the im- 
perial court. Afterward the Czar will 
make rich presents of money to all 
the priests connected with the cathe- 
Aral and will deposit a rich offering at 
the tomb of St. Serafin. The whole 
ceremony will last about three hours, 
after which the Czar will return to 
Tsarkoe-Selo. 

That is the programme of the pil- 
grimage to the tomb of St. Serafin as 
sketched out by the members of the 
Holy Synod. It remains to be seen 
whether the programme will be car- 
ried out in its entirety. It bas trans- 
pired that some of the Emperor's ad- 
visers have urged him not to go to 
Sarafsbaya, on the ground that it 
would be beneath his imperia! dignity 
to pander to the popular superstition 
and pray to the bones of a dead saint. 
The Czar. however, has no objections 
on this score: on the contrary, the 
idea of the pilgrimage fully harmon- 
izes with his present hyper-religious 
mood. At the same time, it is well 
known that the Czar changes his mind 
frequently. so that alterations in the 
programme of the projected visit to 
Sarafsbaya are still possible.

The business men of Chicago who 
are now face to face with the lawless 
teamsters’ union should understand 
that this organization is William R. 
Hearst's protégé, says the Chicago 
Chronicle. 

It had its origin in San Francisco, a 
town which Hearst dominated for a 
time. It has extended its activities to 
Bastern cities by degrees as its ma- 
licious and selfish originator has 
been able to give it some assurance of 
protection 


There never would have been a team- 
ster’s union in Chicago if Hearst and 
his newspapers had not appeared here. 
The Hearst newspaper is the father of 
the teameters’ union. 

The man who drives a team is not a 
skilled laborer. He is no more entitled 
to membership in a union than a 
street sweeper or a scavenger. Na one 
would ever have thought of organizing 
teamsters into a labor union except 
som, such person as Hearst, whose one 
object was intimidation, sensation and 
disorder. 

It occurred to Hearst or to some of 
the creatures whom he employs in his 
business that if the teamsters could be 
organized and placed under the con- 
trol of some irresponsible authority it 
would be comparatively easy to bring 
all business to a standstill whenever it 
was deemed best to invoke tumult in 
place of law and order. 

The enterprise worked fairly well 
for a time in San Francisco and it is 
now the purpose to extend its opera- 
tions to the cities of the East. If it 
can be made dangerous to life and limb 
to deliver goods to or to receive mer- 
chandise from any house for shipment 
it will be comparatively easy to bring 
all commercia! operations in the United 
States toa halt. That is what the men 
wWho are behind the teamsters’ union 
are now attempting to do in Chicago. 

The business men of Chicago who 
have given Hearst a more liberal sup- 
port than he is entitled to now con- 
front the consequences of their own 
folly. He invaded this town with a 
newspaper which has preached nothing 


the Oceanic Steamship Company, 

eam Schooners Managers’ Associa- 
tion, Shipowners’ Association, the va- 
rious fuel companies, and in fact all 
the leading shipping interests along 
the water front. The organization was 
formed for the mutual protection of its 
members and to treat with industrial 
conditions only. 

These vast interests have become 
sick and tired of the domination of 
the “walking delegate” feature of 
unionism, and unless these union lead- 
ers change their methods of doing 
business the “open shop” will uni- 
mately prevail along the water front of 
San Francisco, as it does in many other 
parts of the city at the present time. 

The United Shipping and Transpor-

UNION PRINTS GETTING WISE. 
The meeting of the Typographical 

and the Pressmen’s Union last Sun- 


from the employing printers, demend- 
ing a nine-hour day instead of eight, 
commencing July 1, did not amount 
to much. Several union printers had 
been heard to say that this meeting 
would result in a communication be- 
ing sent to employers informing them 
that a nine-hour day would not be tol- 
erated for an instant. Instead, a mild 
letter was sent asking for a confer- 
ence. The wiser heads of unionism 
knew better than to biuntly turn 
down the decision of the employing 
printers, for they well know the em- 
ployers have been goaded to the limit 
and rather than receive another pfod 
they would discharge every union 
printer in San Francisco, replacing 
them with first-class m from the 
Eastern States. For months Herbert 
V. Ready of Murray & Ready, the 
well-known labor agents, has been in 
correspondence with hundreds of non- 
union printers all over the United 
States, who are ready to come West 
ot, a moment's notice. At the first 
appearance of trouble, Mr. Ready 
could wire for the number of men 
required and in four days every post- 
tion vacated by the strikers, would be 
filled by men who would do from 25 
to 30 per cent. more work for the 
same money. 

A prominent employer informed 
your correspondent that within the 
last two years, the cost of labor has 
been forced up by the unions about 
28 per cent. When ed as to who 
suffered from the „ he sald, with 
a knowing wink, “You can bet your 
bettom dollar we don’t. Every time 
the union asks for an increase we 
have given it, but we have also taken 
good care to raise our prices for print- 
ing just that much and sometimes «a 
little more.” 

The prices for printing in San 
Francisco have become so exorbitant 
of late that many business houses 
are taking advantage of the low rates 
prevailing in the Hast and sending 
their work there. It is even possible 
to save 25 per cent. on a job by send- 
ing it to a Los Angeles printing house. 
The fact that this situation became 
poblic, helped greatly to stiffen. 
ing in the weak knees of employ- 


The San Francisco Butcher's Union 
is as meek as a lamb. The members 
of this union received their settler 
a few months back when the San 
Francisco Butchers Exchange de- 
clared for the open shop. Out of the 
four hundred and fifty or more shops, 
only two are now running under un- 
jon rules. For some time after the 
open shop was declared, the butchers 
in a few of the shops, continued to 
wear their union buttons, but the fol- 
lowing resolution, passed by the 
Butcher's Exchange, has effectively 
put a stop to button wearing:

The History of Industrial

PARIS, April 15.—The following 
words are written by one who has been 
a working man all his life, a man of 
the people who has had to earn 
living since he was ten years 
is doing so today at 66.

Emigra- 
tion to foreign lands, as well as to the 
colonies of France, acted to the same 
effect. in some years upward of 25,- 
000 leave France for foreign parts. 


Fifty years ago Moreau de Jonnes 
made a very careful inquiry into the 
industries of France. He goes back 
about forty years before his own time 
and finds that the total production of 
all industries in the country was, in 
1812, about $400,000,000. In 1788 the 
value of the wool industry was $45.,- 
600,000: — 1850 


and there were %5,000,000 sheep in 
France. The production per capita 
of those engaged in the industry was 
$360, and the average wages paid was 
35 cents per day to men, 19 to 20 cents 
to women and 10 to 15 cents to chil- 
dren. At that time France led the 
world la the wool industry. In 1812 
the cotton industry in France repre- 
sented a total value of $35,000,000; in 
1850 $66,800,000. The population at 
that time was 33,400,000. Today 
it is a little over 38,000,000, The impor- 
tatio.. of raw cotton was 100,000,000 
pounds, worth $14,000,000. There were 
275,000 persons engaged in the indus- 
try. Each person produced a value 
of 250 dollars a year. The wages paid 
the average workingman in the cotton 
industry was 30 cents, women 16, 
children 10 cents. 

When de Jonnes wrote his book 
there were 82,000 acres of mulberry 
trees in France, with over 24,900,000 
trees, and this in face of the fact that 
the great revolution, having destroyed 
the nobility, almost destroyed the 
silk trade, and the trees had been al- 
lowed to die about fifty years before. 
The value of the raw silk was nearly 
$10,000,000, or $125 per acre. There 
were 22,000 employed in the silk in- 
dustry, and these were paid 31 cents 
to 50 cents a day for men, 15 to 19 
cents for women, and 11 cents to 11% 
cents for children. The average wages 
are given for men as 40 cents, for 
women d cents, and for children 12 
cents. These are the figures given in 
the book. The reader will not fall to 
notice the discrepancy. These figures 
bring us to the weaving and dyeing of 
silks. In this branch of the industry 
there were at this epoch employed 
nearly 75,000 workmen. In convert- 
ing the silks produced into garments, 
which were worth some $59,000,000. 
there were as many as 145,000 work- 
men employed, and the results were 
worth over $70,000,000. I think that 
in making up his average wages the 
writer must have included those en- 
gaged in these last although 
he does not say 80. 

In 1850 the flax produced in France 
was worth nearly $27,000,000. This 
employed nearly 57,000 persons, who 
were paid 37 cents a day for men, 20 
cents for women, and 7 cents for 
children. It required 549,000 acres to 
produce this raw material. The manu- 
factures of flax were worth $70,000,- 
000. 
In 1850 the iron produced in France 
was worth $4,000,000, in raw state, 
and finished, $48,000,000. In the mines 
there were employed 20,000 men at 40 
cents per day, in the farnaces there 
were 26,000 men paid the same as the 
miners. The women, who numbered 
over 3000. were paid half this sum, 
and the children, also nearly 3000, a 
little more than half the wages paid 
the women. In the finishing works 
there were nearly 70,000 men, 5000 
women and 10,000 children. The wages 
pald were about the same as in the 
mines and furnaces. The summary

The driver rides the near pole 
mule, the team is guided with a jerk 
Une, anc the brake is operated by the 
driver with a long strap. In this way 
the labor of man is reduced to a mini- 
mum, as only one man is required to 
cach outfit. They have a way of re- 
ferring to such a combination as 
“twelve and three,” meaning twelve 
mules or horses and three wagons.

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A LOOK AROUND. 
EVER in the memory of the proverbial “oldest 
N inhabitant’ has Southern California worn such 
glorious spring garmenture of green. Full advan- 
tage was taken of the early rains, and a much greater 
acreage than usual was seeded to wheat, bariey and 
oats. These crops of cereals are now in their verdant 
prime, ready for the hay making or for the spell of 
warm sunshine that will ripen the grain in the ear. 
Thus vast stretches of country that last year after the 
rainleas winter were “all brown,” are this year “all 
creen.” Alfalfa likewise has extended its domain, as 
aa ve all the standard vegetable crops— Lima beans, as- 
paragus, celery, and the rest. Altogether, there is now 
the fullest assurance that throughout the Golden South- 
west we shall have a summer and autumn of such 
bounteous plenty that all previous records will be 
eclipsed. 

In the citrus groves the full effects of the beneficent 
rains will not be made manifest for a year hence. But 
even the inexperienced eye can see that the growth of 
new wood during the past three months has been phe- 
nomenal. In some young orchards the trees have in- 
creased their size by quite 25 per cent., and, simply by 
this extension of the bearing area, the orange crop of 
1906, will, on a conservative estimate, exceed that of the 
present season by 20 per cent. Then, although we may 
hear an occasional word of pessimism in regard to the 
future of the industry—the danger of overproduction, 
the competition of Porto Rico, and so on—there are ex- 
tensive new areas going steadily into oranges; and the 
fact that most of the planting is being undertaken by 
old-timers, not by inexperienced tenderfeet, affords the 
best possible proof that there is not only present money 
in the business, but firm confidence of still greater 
prosperity. 

There can be little doubt, however, that under present 
marketing conditions it is the retailers of the oranges 
in the eastern cities, not the growers on this side, that 
skim the financial cream of this great Southern Call- 
fornia industry. Let us take, for example, a box of 
oranges that is auctioned in New York for the frequently 
quoted price of $2.20. Out of this amount have to be 
paid the salesman’s commission, the railway freight, 
the cost of icing, the packer's charges, and the expepdi- 
ture on picking and hauling to the packing-house. These 
five items absorb at least $1.50, leaving just 70 cents 
to the grower, or a cent a pound, which, on an average, 
will just about cover the cost of production. Therefore, 


the box that retails at $2.20 brings little or no profit to 
the grower. Now, iet us eee what the rq@ailer obtains. 


There are 150 oranges to the box, and he disposes of | 
them at an average of three cents apiece. That is to 


Say, for an outlay of $2.20, he receives im return $4.50— 
a profit of $2.30. or over 100 per cent. Surely this ap- 
portionment of the gains of the industry is ridiculous. 
The man who has invested ia a push cart and bestows 
a few hours of his time secures a rich return from this 
particular box of fruit, while be who bas ventured a 
large capital sum in am orange grove and has devoted 
to it a whole year of unremitting care gets nothing, or 
next to nothing! 

The cost of packing has now been brought down 
pretty well to a minimum. Railway rates, however, 
are likely to be cut fractionally in view of the recent 
decision of the Interstate Commerce Commission, and 
icing charges are undoubtedly capable of substantial re- 
duction. But it is clear from the figures above set forth 
that, until the retailing end of the problem be attacked, 
measurable justice will not be done to the one man 
who deserves the most consideration of all concerned, 
namely, the actual grower of the orange. The question 
is a difficult one, but there should surely be some means 
of devising a remedy for the existing state of things 
that creates so palpable and 80 gracious a wrong. 

The lemon growers, likewise, have their claims to 
fairer treatment. No doubt the import duty on the 
Italian fruit balances the now reduced railway freight 
for the Californian product. But the cost of labor, more 
considerable in the lemon business than in the orange 
business, is very much heavier In the United States 
than in Sicily, and this more than outweighs the sea 
freight, often reduced to a mere bagatelle by reason of 
competition between the shipping companies. Then, 
again, there is an allowance at the customhouse for 
damaged fruit, while the overland consignments have 
to pay the full railway charges, irrespective of salable 
condition. It may well be argued, therefore, that Call- 
fornia, now she produces lemons of unsurpassed quality 
and in adequate amount to meet all home requirements 
~—for under the present system only a fraction of the 
‘otal crop is sent East—should have greater considera- 
tion paid to ber lemon industry. It will be found also, 
in regard to olives, that the cost of labor for picking 
is the real cause that prevents the home article from 
competing effectively with the imported goods, whether 
in the form of preserved olives or of olive oil, so that 
here again, a great potential industry bas to fight its 
way forward under a crushing handicap. 

Thus, even although Southern California is doubly 
blessed this year in the copious rains that have fallen, 
and our fields and orchards lie basking in the sunshine, 
secure in the promise of a plenteous harvest, there are 
etill problems to be thought out and solved if the full 
benefits of the conditions combining in our favor are to 
be garnered.

A COSTLY VASE. 

At Christie's auction rooms, London, the other day, a 
single Sevres vase, after a two-minute contest, was 
knocked down for 4000 guineas, or about $20,000. The 
vase, sixteen and three-fourth inches high, was painted 
by the faithful Dodin in 1763, nine years after he entered 
the Sevres factory, in which he was to toll for forty 
more years. The chief panel of the four which he 
painted on the vase is a pastoral in the manner of Lan- 
cret, and the greater portion of the body, base, and 
cover is in the color of rich gros-bieu. The value put 
upon this single specimen gives an idea of that of the 
superb sects of Sevres vases in the Wallace collection, 
many of which were bought for smal] sums by the 
Marquis of Hertford. After the sales in the streets of 
Versailles there was a glut of Sevres, and it is well 
known that in many houses little care was taken of the 
beautiful ware. The fine examples of Windsor and Buck- 
ingham Palace were purchased chiefly by George IV. 
With regard, again, to the value of a set forming a 
perfect garniture, it may be stated that the Coventry 
vases, which fetched 10,000 guineas in 1874 (and tem- 
porarily declined to 8000 guineas in the Goode sale, 1895,) 
passed a few years ago into a well-known collection at 
double this amount.—{New York Timea

“We have already repaired several hundred houses. , 
We have thoroughly renovated the canal administration | 
building and hat occupied by Chief Engineer Wallace, 
and have put che hespitals bere at Colon in sanitary con- 
dition. We are building a large sanatorium on the Island 
of Taboga, to be used as a convalescent hospital, and we 
will soon be constructing large additions to the hospital 
at Ancon. The Taboga buildings are about completed. 
They contain chambers, dining-rocms, amusement rooms, 
kitchen and bath-houses. They stand on a high bluff, 
surrounded by a grove of cocoanut palms and overlook- 
ing the sea. The island has pure water, it affords ex- 
cellent surf bething and it will be valuable for our 
people who are getting well or who have to lie off for 
a rest. 

“We have repaired most of the houses at Chriatobal, 
Uncle Sam's beautiful annex to the city of Colon, and a 
large force of workmen are now living there. I should 
say we have repaired 200 at that place alone. 

“At Culebra, where the most of the canal work is now 
going on, we are putting up a bachelor quarters more 
than 200 feet long, which will accommodate cighty-five 
men. Each man will have a room to himself, and there 
will also be large dining-rooms, reading-rooms and a so- 
cial hall. This building will be three stories in height 
with verandas running around it. There will be double 
lattice doors instead of windows opening upon the 
porches, and on the first story the inside walis will be 
rolling partitions, which will enable the whole to be 
thrown into one room for lectures and social purposes. 


Homes for Culebra. 


“We are also building quarters for married men at 
Culebra. We have designed twenty and are completing 
four every week. We have twenty-five portable houses 
there, each consisting of a room and a porch. They will

family. In the bachelor quarters at Culebra, above re- 
ferred to, the ceilings are 13 feet high. Each bedroom is 
12x14, with French windows to the floor. The doors open 
out upon porches and the ventilation is perfect. In that 
building there will be sixty-two rooms, each of which will 
be occupied by a bachelor workman. , 


The rooms will be furnished by the government. Eyv- 
ery man will have his own furniture, consisting of two 
tables, a bed, a mattress, a hat rack, two chairs and toilet 
conveniences. Wardrobes and book shelving will be 
built into the houses, and it is expected that they will be 


lighted by electricity. Such quarters are for our me- 


chanics, namely, carpenters, plumbers, painters and oth- 
ers. Men of a higher rank, such as chiefs of depart- 
ments, chief clerks, etc., will have better accommodations 
and more furniture. 


How Our Married Men Will Live 


The married mechanics and their families will has 
good accommodations. Many of the French cottages ar 
now occupied by them, and those which have been re- 
paired are comfortable. Each cottage has several large 
rooms with wide windows and doors. The walls, as is 
the case with nearly all the buildings here, are of wood 
painted in bright colors, no plaster or paper being used. A 
common type of building is a one-story cottage, contain- 
ing two roms and a kitchen, with verandas at the front 
and back and a shower bath in the rear. The rooms are 
12x14; the partitions do not extend clear to the roof, in 
order to provide plenty of air, lattice work reaching from 
the top of the wall to the ceiling. All such buildings, in- 
cluding the old French cottages, rest high up from the 
ground on concrete poste, giving free air circulation un- 
der the floors. 


The next grade of houses is intended for the married 
foremen and clerks. These are also of one story and 
cost about $1500 apiece to build. Each is 45 feet long and 
16 feet wide with a 6-foot veranda running around three 
sides. Each contains a living-room, a bedroom, bath- 
room, servant's room, pantry and kitchen. The rooms 
are large and the houses comfortable. A still better class 
have an extra bedroom. Such houses will be occupied by 
clerks with large families. 


In addition to these some two-story cottages are now 
Leing built wuich have living and dining-rooms on the 
first floor and bedrooms above. Such houses will have 
vorches, top and bottom, and the upper portion will be 
so screened that the family can sit out of doors during 
ihe evening. 

The quarters for the officers are even bettor than those 
already mentioned, some of them having six rooms with 
furniture to correspond to the houses. All the houses

This will 
be in charge of Paymaster E. C. Tobey, the chief of ma- 
terials and supplies, and it will result in the men and their 
families getting their food and clothing as low, if not 
lower, than the same things could be bought in the 
United States. This department will import all sorts of 
American provisions and the other necessities of life, and 
will furnish them to the men at « little over their actual 
cost, including that of managing the department.

BEES CAN HATCH EGGS. 


No Srrrinc Hen 18 itr You Are Pro- 
VIDED WITH A HIVE. 


{Kansas City Star:] A most remarkable discovery 
made by an aged farmer of Ashtabula county, Ohio. has 
been attracting a great deal of attention of late in this 
section, and is of particular interest just now during the 
poultry-raising season of the year. Henry Decker of 
Rome township has proved that the heat generated in a 
hive of bees can be depended on without fail as a sub- 
stitute for setting hens or incubators in the hatching of 
chickens. Not only this, but he has demonstrated re- 
peatedly that instead of the twenty-one days required by 
a hen in hatching eggs, only nineteen days are necessary 
under the new régime—a saving of two days. 

Mr. Decker, who is 70 years old, has long raised both 
poultry and bees. Previous to his discovery he used an 
incubator. One day while handling a ewarm of bees he 
recognized that the temperature of the bee hive was sim- 
Ular to that which he maintained within the incubator. 
Subsequently a thermometer proved this supposition to 
be correct. The idea of making his bee hive do double 
service then dawned upon him. Accordingly twenty eggs 
were placed within the hive as an experiment. Opening 
the top of the hive the eggs were placed on a cotton 
cloth, thus separating them from the bees. Around the 
sides a cushion made from a quilt was placed and over 
the eggs another cushion was put in before the cover of 
the hive was returned to its position. Out of the first 
twenty eges eighteen chickens were hatched. The pro- 
portion in many éubsequent experiments has been similar 
The claim is made that one bive in this manner may be 
made to do the work of eight sitting hens and at the 
same time yield 100 pounds of honey in One season. 
Since Mr. Deckers experiment has become known, he 
has been flooded with inquiries from farmers and bee- 
teepers.

OVER THE SIERRAS OF DURANGO IN 
SEARCH OF SPECIMENS.

| ¥ T was during the latter part of January, 1904, that we 
«trip the Slerm — 
Leaving the Mexican Central at Torreon, half a day's 
journey on the International Mexican Railroad brought 
us to the city of Durango. West of Torreon the country, 
as seen from the railroad, except after prolonged rain, 
presents the ordinary desert conditions with which we 
are familiar in the Mojave and Arizona; but as the 
mountains are approached, grazing land, with some trees, 
and finally large stretches of cultivated land, are passed. 
Durango is a thriving town of about 27,000 inhabitants, 
where supplies of all kinds can be obtained. 
Another days journey brought us to the village of 
Santiago Papasquiero. The country passed through

tion. The eastern slopes and the summits of the Sierra 
Madres in Durango are covered by a thick deposit of vol- 
canic tufa, which exhibits a greater or less degree of 
stratification, and was evidently deposited during a pe- 
riod when the mountains were submerged.

Armies of mules, burros and 
horses are constantly coming and going over the trail be- 
tween San Andres and Tepuhanes, the terminus of the 
Durango division of the Mexican Central Railroad. The 
distance between the two places in an air line is about 
sixty miles.

HOW INSECTS MIMIC NATURE. 


Robin Hood, many insects have adopted liveries that har- 


once it rests on a tree trunk flattened against the bar«x, 
with its well defined dark hind wings drawn beneath the 
mottled gray fore wings, it defies discovery. So accu- 
rately has nature pained and spotted the fore wings to 
imitate the effect of rough bark that the most vigilant 
enemy of the moth must pass it by. Often the adaptation 
is so refined that these moths are tinted to resemble one 
tree more closely than another, because that particular 
kind of tree is usually selected for feeding or for reat. 
Thus we find a species of Catocala that looks for all tne 
world like a piece of birch bark, even to the blotches of 
black. A certain South American beetle is found on one 
kind of tree only, and is eo marvelously well assimilated 
to the bark that it can be discovered only when it etirs.

ONCE IN CIRCULATION. 

One frequently comes across the old jolly-looking big 
‘copper cents, particularly in small towns and country 
places. It was in 1857 that their coinage was discontin- 
ued by act of Congress, and late archives iu the Treas- 
ury Department show that at the end of the last fiscal 
year there were of them outstanding over a million dol- 
lars. 


Further coinage of the half-cent coins ended at the 
same time.

Their enforced 
retirement from commercial activity began in 1873, since 
which date the mints have not been busy with their 
manufacture.

Work or Native Docrors or Far 
EasTERN LANDS.

O one who follows ‘the advertisement columns of 

the daily press can have failed to notice that the 

medicine man of the western world does a thriving 
business in our midst. : 

Our Far Eastern brethren are not bebind us in their de- 
votion to the medicine man and his works; but we must 
not forget that if some of the prescriptions which they 
love to face are horrible or disgusting, from the stand- 
point of our latter-day fastidiousness, they find their du- 
plicates in the records of European medicine covering the 
period of the “black death or the plague of London. 

The Burmese Medicine Man. 


Among the Burmese there are two classes of doctors, 
ene devoting itself to the administration of drugs, the 
other pinning its faith on the efficacy of a strict course 
of dieting; but the former school is much more numer- 
ous and popular than the latter, for a man can make 
much more impression by an active use of drugs than by 
a mere reguiative treatment. 


era has broken out, a deputation of the villagers walis 
upon the monks of the nearest monastery and begs them 
to come down to the village and perforfh the ceremony of 
consecrating the household utensils which the people col- 
lect for the purpose. The vessels are partially filed with 
water and certain leaves, and a length of yellow string 
wound round a stick is thrown in. 

Religious formulae are read, the law is preached to the 
assembled crowd, and then the abbot blesses the vessels. 
At the conclusion of the religious rite the people return 
to their houses and commence a most fearful uproar, for 
the purpose of driving away the evil spirit who is sup- 
posed to be inflicting the horrible disease in revenge for 
some insult which has been offered him. The men jump 
on the roofs of the houses and beat them with bamboos; 
the women and children thump drums, blow trumpets, or 
yell at the top of their voices, and for a while there is a 
regular pandemonium, until the people are exhausted 
with their efforts. 

Curiously enough, this ceremony appears to be fairly 
efficacious in checking the spread of cholera. The un- 
wonted exercise is good for the people, the universal con- 
fidence in the process counts for much, and the work of 
repairing the damage done to the houses ocoupies the 
community to the exclusion of idle brooding over the 
terrors of the disease. ’ 

If the Burmese school of medicine appears to the for-

The only excep- 
tions allowed by the medicine man are those of persons 
born on Friday and Saturday, who are not forbidden to 
eat rice and curry. although the initials of the names of 
those two delicacies are the same as those of the two 
days. The reason for these exceptions is obvious. Rice 
and curry are the staple foods of practically all the Bur- 
mese people, and to taboo them would not be practi- 
cable.

The interests which it will pro- 
tect, develop and represent ere far greater than those 
looked after by the big Department of Agriculture, and 
the wonder ot it all is that it was not brought into being 
decades ago. 

This afternoon I had a long interview with the astute 
young man whom President Roosevelt has put at its 
head. He is J. Hampton Moore, a Philadelphian, just 
past forty-one, well known throughout the country as 
president of the National Republican League. He is 
but another of the long list of former newspaper men 
whom the President has put in high office. When in 
his teens he became a protégé of the late George W. 
Childs, who made him real estate and labor editor of 
the Philadelphia Ledger before be had turned twenty.

OTHER THAN THE SULTAN’S, 1

ARAJEVO (Bosnia) April 22.—There is possibly — 
existant social institution in Europe today in re- 
gard tO which there are more current misconceptions 
than the Turkish harems, other than those, or rather 
than the one, belonging to the Sultan in person. 
It is the very common opinion that the harem, as euch, 
is of whatever size its owner may desire to make it; that 
polygamy is limitiess in Turkey, and that the social life 
of the land is one of the utmost corruption. As a matter 
of fact, the home life of the true Mohammedan is ideal, 
if the propriety of polygamy be admitted, and the share 
taken by the three wives—for at three the limit is set for 
everyone save the Sulten—in the menage of the house- 
hold makes the burden of good housekeeping so light that 
the Turkish dames necessarily have time to idle and loll 
in the fashion in which we usually find them pictured.

Often the pollen from the blossoms is carried for several 
miles by wanton breezes and then let down in out-of-the 
way places where there are no other flowers of its kind to 
fasten upon. Thus it is that our flower beds are so slow 
in the increase when left to their own devices or to the 
breath of the winds. And because the seed, wind blown, 
landed in a sterile place, whole families of flowers have 
been wiped out of existence in certain districts. Very 
probably in the past this cause, more than any other one, 
has led to the extinction of some of the many vegetal 
growths whose only remains are bound up in slate or 
coal beds. 

February in the California hills about corresponds to 
the end of April in the Eastern States—perhaps it is a 
littie more settled, a bit less fretful, but on the whole 
they are as near alike as it would be possible, or desir- 
able to have them. Yet the second month of the new 
year hereabouts Is given over merely to preparations for 
blooming—in the East the bearing of leaves has hardly 
been begun. Now and again one will find an incautious 
peony or even, though this but rarely, a little yellow vio- 
zet, opening ite corolla to the sun, but by far the greater 
part of our plants are but beginning to realize that their 
time of growth is upon them and that they must begin 
their climb up through the clods and the mold of the 
hillaide ere they can wake, some morning, robed in the 
glory of a perfect flower.

Anyone entering the business, as the present writer 
did, fresh from fruit farming in the Golden State, must 
feel surprised at first at the wild and uncultivated ap- 
pearance of the slopes on which the bushes generally 
grow, cultivation and neatness being absolutely wanting, 
and tea generally growing on slopes which in California 
would be considered too steep for clearing. 


A ehort experience, however, teaches one that “cir- 
cumstences alter cases.

The question naturally arises, why should Admiral 
Sampson have been honored by 4 place on, the stamps 
rather than Admiral Dewey? The explanation is simple. 
The policy of the government does not permit the placing 
of portraits of persons still living, upon postage stamps. 
The scheme of the insular bureau contemplated repre- 
sentation on the series of stamps by American officers 
who participated in the land and sea operations, and Ad- 
miral Sampson was the only commanding officer of high 
class not now iiving. 


The placing of Franklin and Washington on the stamps 
of the Philippines is alro a fine bit of sentiment. The 
first two postage etamps ever issued by the United States 
government were the 5 cents, face of Franklin, and 10 
cents, face of Washington, in 1847. Since that date 
these two faces have appeared on every series of postage 
stamps issued, end are now continued on the stamps of 
the colonies. 


since 1854. They were, however, Spanish stamps until 
the United States took charge of affairs in 1898, since 
which time United States stamps with the word “Philip- 
pines” printed diagonally across the face of the stamp, 
have been used. 

From 1854 until 1890 the stamps bore the portraits of 
Queen Isabella and King Alfonse XII, followed by ‘the 
face of the t-year-old King Alphonso XIII, the present 
monarch. These stamps were known as the baby-head 
stamps, and continued upon the stamps of Spain and all 
her colonies until 1898, when the photo of the young 
King, ai the age of 12 years, appeared. These stamps had 
just gone into use in the Philippines when the United 
States took poasession of the archipelago and our stamps 
surcharged “Philippines” went into use. 


When the design for the Philippine coing was under 
consideration A year ago ithe sketch submitted by a native 
Filipino was accepted, and in the selection and prepare- 
tion of the designs for the new Philipppine stamps influ- 
ential Filipinos were consulted and their suggestions ap- 
proved. 

While the stamps will be distinctly Filipino in a way, 
vel Uncle Sam wil! still indicate his interest in the postal 
system by the use of an inscription in small letters at the 
top of each stamp. substantially as follows: “Gov't. of 
the Philippines, U.S. A., and although the Spanish cur- 
rency will be ihe basis—centavos and pesos—the English 
language will be applied: as, for example, “two” centa- 
vos, rather than “dos” centavos. 

The Filipinos may justly lay claim to having used the 
postage stamp of emaliest intrinsic value ever issued by 
any country. The stamp of the denomination of one 
milesima is worth in our cufreacy only one-twentieth of 
one cent, in fact, grading upward from the one-milesima 
value there are five intermediate denominations before 
the value of two centavos, equivalent to our cne-cent, is 
reached. 

But this stamp, infinitesimal in value as it is, does not 
hold the record. In 1878, for a special purpose, a stamp 
of the value of .0625 milesima was issued. This stamp is 
intrinsically worth less than one-thirtieth of one cent. 
In an unused condition it is now a very rare stamp. and 
collectors will pay $5 each for copies. It is worth $3 
after being used. 

At the time of isene, when these stamps could have 
been purchased at face value, $1000 would have bought 
3,000,000 stamps. of the present value af $15,000,000. As 
an investment this rather tops the profits of the Brooklyn 
man who in 1901 bought ten 2-cent Pan-American stamps 
for 20 cents and subsequently the same stamps were sold 
for $250 each.

“It may be mental telepathy. Let me ask you a ques- 
‘ion. How does the buzzard flying through the air learn 
that an animal has been killed and why are there hun- 
dreds of them on the scene in less time than it takes to 
tell about it? You may cal! it instinct, or anything else 
you please, but the Indians keep as well posted on news 
that interests them as the newepaper-reading white 
people. 

“My people have formed the habit of communicating 
whatever interests them to their neighbors and asking 
them to pass it on. Every train that leaves Muskogee is 
joaded with Indians who know personally of an order. 
They pass the word along and it spreads like wild fire. 
In the early days the Creeks had regular couriers who 
carried the news. One of these would visit a town and 
at sundown the people would gather around him and hear 
the information he had to impart. The town king would 
then detail some one to pads it on to the members of the 
next town or tribe and the same method would be re- 
peated.

Said one of my gardening friends to me not long since: 


“I notice, Miss Angier, that you confine yourself ee 


other acts as are necessary for the equipment and main- 
tenance of the new station. 


Probably there bas not been an act of the Legislature 
for many years that wil! so materially affect the prosper- 
ity of Southera California as will this. Friendly critics 
may carp at the wording of the bill, and others may try 
to interpret it to suit their own personal prejudices or 
desires. There will be, no doubt, a friendly scramble for 
the plum of a new State institution by more than a dozen 
localities of the South—and it may be a year or two be- 
fore any, save people that “know you Know,” and have 
good. long vision, will be able to see the “practical bene- 
fii to the community,” but nevertheless Southern Califor- 
nia is to be congratulated upon a distinctive step for- 
ward in the progress of its horticultural’ and agricultural 
iife. With a commission such as has been named, of 
Gov. Pardee, President Benjamin Ide Wheeler, and that 
lifetime friend of Southern California, Prof. K. J. Wick- 
son, we can be sure that the best interests of the seven 
southern counties will be considered most carefully. 

Undoubtedly there will be a disposition on the part of 
the University to further concentrate its work in the 
South, and with the new station.as a center, investige- 
tions in every department of their experimental work 
will be carried on in the field by their investigators, in- 
stead of, as has often been the case in the past, making 
all investigation too much on a laboratory basis, without 
understanding our peculiar local conditions. 

The terms of the bill indicate the scope of the work 
that will be undertaken by the two expert pathologists, 
who will reside at or near the laboratory, as well as to 
outline the scope of the experimental and investigating 
work of the agricultural station. President Wheeler has 
indicated most forcibly, the past year, that the Agricultu- 
ral Department of the State University is to take its 
place with the most progressive colleges of the sort in the 
country. If there bas been any lack of unity in the work 
heretofore undertaken or an imperfect equipment main- 
tained for the several splendid men now on the faculty 


to carry on their work with, this is to be a thing of the 
past, and as is befitting our great State, the large eppro- 
priation for a University farm, and the readjustment of 
affairs at the University, and its stations, are a promise 


pptimistic side of the gardening art, and that you have

As a class, gardeners are 
cheerful and hopeful, and when I run across the other 
type, I simply say to myself, “Poor fellow, he is of the 
old-fashioned sort, who refuses to study new methods, 
and who floute at book-learned gardeners.”

By the terms of Assembly Bill No. 1166, 
which is entitled “An act providing for the establishment 
and maintenance of a pathological laboratory for the in- 
vestigation of tree and plant diseases and pests. and 
branch agricultural experiment station,” the Legislature 
appropriated $30,000 and provided that a commission con- 
sisting of the Governor of the State, the president of the 
University of California, and the professor of agricultural 


practice of the University of California should select a 


location, perfect a title thereto in the name of the board and acacia trees on the streets and roadways, yet today 


fied as they should be Let every Southern Californian 
lend aid as he may to this project; let personal desires 
be laid aside for the general good, and let every privilege 
of seeing and knowing the South be given the commis- 
sion when they shall come together to consider where a 
location shall be secured. By the terms of the bill it is 
possible that lands already belonging to the State at 
Whittier or Patton may be used. Whittier would be 
nearer tae natural center of the “seven counties,” and is 
undouhteJly desirable in many ways, representing as it 
does a section producing a great diversity of agricultural 
n horticultural products, and furthermore being access- 
loie by two railway lines, and an electric road, to the bal- 
ance of Zouthern California.

city the fire tax is $1.78 per 100 of tazables, while the 
municipal tax is only 82 cents. People pay this general 
city tax grudgingly and compleinly and the question of 
a few cents one way or another is made an election issue. 
But here is a fire tax of $1.78, and there is only an occa- 
sional, weak, ineffective, individual protest. This fire tax 
does not take into question the actual fire loss on insured 
property, but is figured on the basis of the cost of insur- 
ance premiums, cost of maintaining fire department and 
loss on uninsured property. The latter is relatively 
small. But if one will go to the records of any city, get 
the amount of taxables exclusive of land and then relate 
it to the cost above named he will find that this fire tax 
which we pay most uncomplainingly is the greatest that 
we have. 


It is not more money that we need in our building; it 
is more intelligence applied to building. No one ques- 
tions the general intelligence of our people. Bat the 
figures given may well lead us to question our intelli- 
gence as applied to building. The buildings which 
get the lowest rates of insurance are not rela- 
tively the most expensive structures. They are 
built by men who study their work in relation to the 
cost of insurance. It is not big things that make the 
cost of insurance, but the relatively small things. In 
dwellings and most other structures the largest number 
of losses, if not the largest in amount, are caused by 
carelessly-constructed flues. Now, the difference between 
constructing an ordinary flue and one that affords 
positive protection represents a very small cost. 
The same is true of the construction of walls, floors 
and partitions. The mere question of putting solid 
blocking in a wooden partition and the use of a tier of 
block bridging in joist to cut off the passage of air is 
a matter of very small cost, yet a very great preventive 
of loss by fire. 


No single thing which can be done to this end repre- 
sents any material increase in cost. It is more a ques- 
tion of thoughtfulness than anything else, and when the 
attention of our people is definitely directed to it, their 
essential intelligence will lead them to greatly reduce the 
fire tax. The so-called fire-proof building may be fire- 
proof structurally, but they cannot properly protect the 
goods or other property which they contain because al! 
buildings must have windows. After the Baltimore fire 
we were told that the steel framework of the bulldings 
that had been fire-proofed were intact. Nevertheless, 
there was a total loss on the contents. Unless all build 
fireproof, the occasional structure of this character can- 
rot avail much in the protection of the contents. There 
must be windows, and fire from surrounding buildings 
readily gets to the interior, although it may not destroy 
the exterior or the framework. 


Southern cities are apt to say that the question of fire 
is not the important factor with them that it is in the 
North. Statistics indicate, however, that Southern cities 
and Southern Stafes are in a sadder condition in this re- 
spect than those of the North. 


In the above statements is outlined the responsibility 
of the architect. It is not alone for bim to build beauti- 
fully and conveniently, but to build thoughtfully and 
carefully with respect to loss by fire. When he consid- 
ers the question of material loss, of the destruction of 
property, he is also protecting the occupants of the build- 
ings. He is protecting lives as well as property.

Eliot, pure patriot and eloquent statesman, who paid the 
price of consistency to principle with his head. This in 
the troublous times of Charles I. The prime pilot of his 
time was Hugh Elyot, who with one other discovered 
Newfoundland in 1527. He was from Somersetshire, 
where descendants of de Aliot settled; Devon and Corn- 
wall were also their strongholds, particularly Port Eliot, 
There is also a town in the north of Scotland 
called Eliot. One of the Lord Eliots of Port Eliot was an 
early patron of Joshua Reynolds. Nearer our own time, 
we find that Queen Victorias valued adviser, especially 
on family matters, was Edward Eliot, the third Baril of

AN ENGLISH SCIENTIST WRITES OF 


THIS MARVELOUS FACULTY. 

Prof. Gerald Leighton in London Mail. 
HERE is no more marvelous faculty in the mental 
equipment of man and the higher animals than that 
of Memory, or the power of storing up ia the mind 

the results of external imressions. 

Many animals possess this power of storing up the re- 
sults of their impressions in the brain, so that by means 
of recollection they may use their former experience for 
their future welfare. 

Thus, by means of the faculty of memory many birds 
make their periodical migrations from one district to an- 
other, or even from one country to another, and it must 
be by the exercise of a similar gift that bees and ants 
are enabled to find their way back to their nests. Sir 
William Hamilton defines memory as “the power of re- 
taining knowledge in the mind, but out of consciousness.” 
a definition not accepted by all authorities. In general 
use we include several faculties under the word memory; 
for example, recollection. 

Hamilton, however, very well argues that recollection 
is an entirely different thing. Memory he regards as the 
simple retention of knowledge in the mind without any 
consciousness on the part of the individual of its being 
there until the time comes when he requires that knowl- 

edge. Then the act of bringing up that knowledge from 

the memory into consciousness takes place, and that act 
he terms recollection. When we have carried the knowl- 
edge in the mind unconsciously by memory, and then 
brought out this knowledge consciously by recollection, 
we have also to recognize what we recollect as being 
identical with the impression we stored up, or it would 
be useless as a means of guidance in life. So that, speak- 
ing in the broad sense, we regard memory as a faculty 
made up of three actse—namely, preserving certain im- 
pressions, reproducing those impressions, and recognizing 
the two as the same. 

The basis of memory is the power of a nerve cell In the 
brain to perform a function in such @ way as renders that 
cell more liable to perform the same function in the same 

Way again. To take an example which may help to make 

this clear. The first time a nerve cell does its work 
(whatever that may be,) a lasting result is — in 
that cell. It has a cell memory, so to speak. But that 
impression is apt to wear off unless the action of the cell 
is repeated, and the oftener the action is repeated the 
more fixed becomes the impression or cell memory. Sup- 
pose the function of the cell be to receive an impression 
of a certain smell. 

That prodfices a certain state of the cell which gives it 
a memory of that smell. But if it have no further expe- 
‘Tience of that particular smell the impression will wear 
off. The cell will forget and fall to recognize a similar 
Impression which comes to it at some distant date. On 
the other hand, if the impression of that smell be re- 
peated dajly for some time, it becomes @ fixed one, and 
will be recognized. ° 

Any student of chemistry has experienced this; in- 
(deed, it is an everyday experience. The oftener we do 
a thing or think a thought, the easier is it to do that act 
or form that idea; in other words, habit becomes second 
nature. A child bas at frst considerable difficulty in 
learning to walk, simply because its nerve cells have no 
memory of any such previous action to fall back upon. 

As time goes on the nerve impulses travel the same 
route so often that the complicated act of walking be- 
comes quite automatic because of the cell memory. 

This still implies that the sensory impressions through 
the eyes and touch pass to the proper movement appara- 
tus which makes the person walk, but so accustomed to 
the process do the nerve cells become that no mental ef- 
fort at all is required even to walk upstairs or over a 
narrow bridge. 

But apart from the nerve processes involved, we find 
that memory plays strange tricks with all of us. If you 
esk the first friend you meet to inform you of the exact 
year in which William the Conqueror came over, he or 
she will reply without the slightest hesitation that it was 
ip 1066. If you then pursue your inquiries farther and 
ask when Queen Elizabeth died, you will find that in 

nine cases out of ten your friend will be unable to tel! 
you. Now, why is the one date fixed in the memory so 
that we can recollect it and the other not? Most people 
say that it is because that date is the first one learned. 

That cannot be the true explanation, because as a mat- 
ter of fact most of us remember the thing we learnt 
most recently rather than the thing we learnt years ago. 
No, it seems rather to be because during our school days 
we were made to repeat at intervals a string of dates by 
heart, and whether we knew them all or not we concen- 
trated our attention on the first one. We always got that 
far. One of the tricks of memory is that we recollect a 
number of petty ond insignificant details of no use what- 
ever to us, and at the same time find difficulty in recall- 
ing things of which we are in constant need. 

The most important thing, therefore, in laying the 
foundation of a memory of a sight, sound, or idea, ie to 
pay close attention to it, so that the impression received 
may bea strong one, and not confused with a number of 
others at the same time. 

If we are seeking information for the sake of satisfying 
a craving of our own rather than from a sense of present 
duty (such as for examination purposes) we are much 
more likely to find we remember it. So a person reading 
the columns of this daily paper will remember without 
effort anything which relates tog neighborhood in which 
he has lived (or loved.) or in which he has any sympa- 
thetic interegts. Other paragraphs will be read and for- 
gotten, but at the end of the days work this impression 
ean be recalled with absolute accuracy and without effort.

PECULIAR OFFICERS AND THEIR RE- 
SPONSIBILITIES. 


From Cassell’s Journal. 


HERE is a group of state servants about whom the 

general reading public knows very little, for the reason 

that they are rarely seen, and go about their work 
with still tongues and apparently stealthly steps. They 
are the nation’s emissaries known as King’s messengers. 
These wen are not, as their title would seem to imply, 
exclusively attached to the sovereign’s person. Though 
they bear H!s Majesty's messages, carry dispatches from 
the palace to the various government offkes, and from 
London to the capitals of Europe, they are really serv- 
ants of the country, and represent, so to speak, a neces- 


sary cog in the machinery of administration.

the post is from £260 to £400, and they are allowed 
£1 a day for personal expenses, Altogether, their cost 


is nearly £10,000 a year.

They travel at stated times, and in all weathers. Men 


of rubust health, care is taken that they are always in 
the pink of condition. When a mesenger returns 


from 
a journey abroad he is invariably examined by a special 


doctor, and if it is found that his general health is not 
excellent, bis place is taken by another man un 
fit again. These messengers are all engaged in Foreign 
Office work. But they do not merely carry dispatches 
and treaties. When His Majesty desires to confer a 
decoration on some forcign royalty or distinguished 
personage, the insignia are taken by @ messenger to the 
British Embassy of the capital whither he is bound, 
and through the medium of the Ambassador remitted to 
the intended recipient. When foreign seamen render 
help to their British brethren in some near or distant 
sea—it may be by gallant rescues’ from drowning— 
their act is recognized by the Board of Trade by the 
presentation of medals. These are conveyed by the 
King's foreign service messengers, and conferred through 
the proper channels. 


Besides his dispatches and other things intended for 
the. British embassies abroad, he is often placed in 
charge of goods, sometimes a vanload of presents sent 
by the royal family to relatives and friends. It is on 
these occasions that the messenger is made aware of 
the responsibility of his position. He is the custodian 
of these presents. When they are bought they are taken 
to a special room in the Foreign Office. The railway 


companies are notified of their imminent transit, and 


make arrangements accordingly. The messenger sees 
that they are carefully packed and put on the rail, and 
accompanies them as far.as Paris, where the British 
Embassy takes charge of them. He does not return 
empty-banded. It may be that on the journey home 
he has in his charge, in addition to documents, another 
vanioad of gifts. These are taken to the Foreign Office, 
whence they are distributed to the King aud Queen, 
and other members of the royal family for whom they

There is thus a connection between the sensory and 
motor parts of the brain. Now, by continuous practice, 
that is, by repeated experience of this process, the cells 
concerned get so used to it that reading aloud may be- 


So that the astonishing result is sometimes seen of a 
person reading aloud and thinking of something else alto- 
gether. He turns over a leaf, and suddenly recollects 
that the subject of the reading is entirely forgotten. The

Carbon bisulphide poured upon 
cotton waste and forced into the soil over the ant holes 
is the most effective remedy. Thorough cultivation of 
the soil where it is possible will do more to discourage 
the habitation of ants than anything else. They cannot 
nest from year to year when continually disturbed with 
the hoe. I have seen them killed in myriads after find- 
ing entrance into the pantry, by spreading a thin coating 
of moistened sugar over the lid of a lard pail. When it 
becomes covered with ants, jar it over a vessel of water. 
There is no complete remedy. 


FRUIT INTERESTS. 

Parasites Increasing. . 
EPORTS come from a number of localities that the 
parasites for codling moth are reproducing in a prom- 
ising manner, and there seems to be no doubt but that 
the insects will do well in this State. Colonies have 
been sent to all of the principal apple sections of the 
State, and the work of rearing the insects in the labora- 
tory and sending them out is keeping Mr. Ehrhorn and 
Mr. Carnes both busy. Letters continue to come to the 
Commissioner of Horticulture in great numbers and from 
all parts of the country asking for information concern- 
int the new parasite, or for colonies of them. Up to the 
present it has been impossible to rear enough of them 


to supply more than a small part of the demand. The 
idea at present is to send a few to each county in which 
apples are raised, as a starter. Later on, when more of 
the parasites are available, an attempt will be made to 
supply individual orchardists. In the meantime, appli- 
| cations for colonies are filed away, and Mr. Khrhorn 
| #tates that they will be attended to in the order of their 
| receipit.—[California Fruit Grower.

Dodder 


ITH the rapid increase of our acreage of alfalfa 
there will be corresponding increase in the trouble 
with dodder. The only safe way to deal with dodder is 
not to let it get into the field, and the only way to do 
| that is not to sow the seed. Reputable seedsmen do not 
| buy or sell alfalfa seed containing dodder, but the safe 
| Way is for everyone to carefully inspect his own seed 
when buying, using for that purpose a common hand 
megnifying glass. Alfalfa seed varies in color from a 
yellowish green to golden yellow, and in shape, under 
the magnifying glass, is seen to resemble a kidney bean. 
The dodder seed is smaller, darker and more nearly 
round, although somewhat angular, and alfalfa seed 
which contains seeds of that character should never be 
sown. Dodder seed germinates in the soil, sending up a 
threadlike shoot which attaches itself to the alfalfa, 
whereupon it lets go its hold on the ground and lives on 
the alfajfa. The presence of dodder is shown by the 
half appearance of the alfalfa, especially the lower 
part of the plant, and it spreads rapidly in a circle from 
the infested plant. The only remedy is to dig up and 
burn the alfalfa for some distance round the infested 
spot, and keep the space open and cultivated for at least 
one full season, or until satisfied that there are no seeds 
left in the ground. The soil should not be turned over 
with the spade, as it is best to keep the dodder seed near 
the surface, where it will germinate. If buried deep it 
| may remain dormant for a long time. If there are cen- 
| ters of infection scattered all through the field nothing 
can be done except to plow under the alfalfa and substi- 
tute some other crop. Many attempts have been made 
to devise sprays which will kill the dodder without in- 
juring the alfalfa, but while some have seemed promising 
none have proved finally successful. Considering, there- 
fore, the great damage which dodder causes the utmost

Is the Dairy Business Changing? 
HE future of winter butter is something of a problem 
because of the effect of cold storage upon the dairy 
business. Accounts, both from the Western and Eastern 
dairy sections, indicate a tendemcy to decrease the make 
of winter butter. The conditions apply to the territory 
tributary to the Elgin board and to the Vermont dairy 
rezion, the evidence being the smell receipts of new but- 
ter during the winter months. } 


These conditions are, no doubt, largely responsible for 
the high prices reached during the past season. It is a. 
question whether the high prices will tend to restore the 
production of winter butter. The competition of stor- 
age butter is a constant factor which tends to discourage 
the business of winter dairying. It is possible to store 
June butter and bring it into market during the winter 
in a condition when its quality competes easily with 
fresh-made, while the lowest cost even with storage 
charges, enable it to be sold at lower prices. 


Possibly the dairying of the future will tend more to 
production of the balk of the make in the spring and 
summer months and mainly for storage purposes, the 
market to be gradually supplied throughout the year from 
the summer make. There will always be a certain de-

K. D. sends several inquiries from Ocean Park. He 
asks about water drinking.

„) Could you recommend the use of olive oll for con- 
stitpation as a substitute for water, by using say, two 
ounces injected well up into the colon by means of a long. 
soft rubber tube, forced up with a syringe, at time of re- 
tiring and retaining same until the next day? The oil is 
not only supposed to move the bowels, but supplies more 
or less nourishment to the system. What per cent. of 
nourishment would, in your opinion, be had from this

“(3) Where can a schedule of foods, giving the usual 


time required for digestion, be secured?” 


An enema, for the purpose of producing a motion of the 
bowels, should only be used in case of emergency. While 
‘they are not so objectionable as drugs, stil! it is bad to 
make of this a regular practice, excepting for cleansing 
Otherwise, if constipated, 
take an enema every other day, while using all possible 
hygienic means to produce a natural motion, and wait 
and see if it does not work the following day. By omit- 
ting breakfast, taking a spoonful of soaked wheat with a 
couple of figs or prunes and nothing else until noon, and 
thoroughly kneading the bowels and back morning and 
evening, drinking distilled water freely between meals, 
you cah usually depend upon bringing the bowels to time, 
especially if you make free use of such aperient foods as 


purposes, say once a week. 


figs, prunes, watery vegetables and fresh fruit. 


(2) Olive oll is a useful addition to the water, for its 
mechanical and soothing action, but the nutritive value 


of oil so administered is little or nothing. 

(3) You can probably obtain such a schedule by writ- 
ing. with stamps, to the office of Experiment Stations, 
United States Department of Agriculture, Washington. 
Remember, however, that such tables are really of com- 
paratively little value. Most of them are based on the 
researches of a Dr. Beaumont, made upon a Canadian, 
who was woun ‘ed in the abdomen, leaving there an aper- 
ture, through which portions of the digestive organs 
might be seen. It is evident, however, even to the super- 
ficial student of hygiene, that the time required for the 
digestion of food in a stomach of a healthy athiete is 
very different from that required in the stomach of a 
sickly dyspeptic. For this reason, Dr. Beaumont 's inves- 
tigations, while they have some interest, are not of much 
greater value than those resulting from the cruel carv- 
ing of unfortunate quadrupeds, whose digestive organs 
are very different from ours.

Know- 
ing what marvelous things have been snatched from the 
black ignorance of the past, and realizing the infinity of 
possibile things for the future, who shall say that some 
of our modern magicians do not stand within the fringe 
of knowledge of things not yet understood? Who shall 
deny Hudson's theory that man has two minds, the ob- 
jective and the subjective, the one representing the ma- 
terial and the other the spiritual side of man, and that 
through the subjective mind we have thought transfer- 
ence and telepathy, without the ald of objective means? 
The testimony of the London Society for Psychical Re- 
search seems to establish beyond question the existence 
of telepathy, this testimony being based on exact obser- 
vation in a great number of cases. If telepathy can be 
safely assumed to be established, it explains mind read- 
ing, spirit communication, and many other psychical phe- 
nomena, and explains them in a very reasonable and un- 
derstandable way. There is nothing supernatural! in it, 
and for that matter there is nothing supernatural. 
Whatever is, is natural, and is in harmony with natural 
laws, when they are understood. 

“If in wireless telegraphy two metal magnets can 
speak man’s thoughts through hundreds of miles of space, 
is not conceivable, is it not reasonable, is it not even 
probable, that two human magnets can so exchange 
thoughts?

These statements are quite true, and strictly in accord 
sith statements that have appeared in this department. 

To most people, the title of this discussion wil! appear 
x“ mewhat of a puzzle. We know that lawyers often say 
ind do mysterious things, that no ordinary layman can 
anderstand, but the legal profession is not usually re- 
ferred to as occult. On the other hand, the occult and the 
law do frequently clash, nowadays, as they did in the 
days when witches were burned at the stake.

Mrs. Wilmans was a noted 
practitioner of the so-called “absent treatmeni,”’ also 
publishing a little “new thought” paper. She had ad- 
mirers and customers all over the world. In Los Angeles 
there is a man who gives such treatment. He recently 
completed a $20,000 building, for a residence and office 
purposes, and is said to receive the largest mail of any 
person in Los Angeles, having clients or patients all over 
the world. Twice a day, at certain hours, determined 
according to the degree of longitude, his patients “go into 
the silence” for a few minutes, while he sends them 
“mental vibrations.” 

Now, on the face of it, this looks like a preposterous 
fraud. But is it? Let us see. First, no intelligent per- 
son, nowadays, will attempt to cast doubts upon the im- 
mense influence of the mind over the body. That, as 
the editor believes, is the secret of the cures undoubtedly 
effected by mental therapeutics, by Chrictian Science, 
by relies of bygone saints, and in other similar ways. 
Secondly, it has been fairly well proved that ‘here ik 
such a thing as telepathy—the transference of thought 
from one brain to another. It is believed that this is 
commonly practiced in the Orient, and that it is the se- 
cret of the myeterious spreading of news among the na- 
tives, during the Indian mutiny, fifty years ago. which 
astonished British officials. Therefore, putting first and 
second together, if we grant that cures may be effected 
by suggestion—thought—and if we grant that thought 
may be transferred to a distance, then it follows, does 
it not, as a logical sequence, that “absent treatment” is 
feasible? 

It is, of course, preposterons to suppose that a man, 
“by taking thought, as the Bible says, can simultane- 
ously affect, for good or for evil, hundreds or thousands 
of people, scattered all over the world, 6o that, for in- 
stance, he might cause a too fleshy man in Florida to 
become thin, and a perambuleting skeleton in Hawaii to 
become fat. The editor believes that the good results 
obtained by patients in such cases come from euto-sug- 
gestion. Knoswing—or believing—that at a certain hour 
a person in whom they have confidence is thinking heip- 
fully about them, they begin to pick up and improve, just 
on the ame principle, that you can cause a person to 
become absolutely sick, by frequently telling him how 
bad he looks. Therefore, the editor believes that people 
who take up the absent treatment get the value of their 
money, and that the practitioners’ of such treatment are 
not to be classed as frauds. They charge @ comparatively 
mall sum for their services, and there are certainly a 
great many more fitting objects of persecution than they. 
euch, for instance, as the heartless fakers who drive 
young men—and sometimes old men and middle-aged 
men—to insanity, or suicide, after bleeding them of their 
money, for the cure of disease that is often imaginary. 

Again, take the Christian Scientists. A few months 
ago the Nebraska Legislature, by a bare majority. passe’ 
a bill outlawing the practice of Christian Science. The 
Nebraska Legislature should be ashamed of itself. The 
editor believes that there is nothing mysterious or super- 
natural about Christian Science. In fact, es Mr. Byrne 
truly says. there is no such thing as “supernatural.” Er- 
erything that is is natural. Christian Science is, the edi- 
tor believes, a form of suggestion, although the Christian 
Scientists strenuously deny this. Some people want a 
little religion thrown in with their suggestion, to make it 
effective. Others can do better on suggestion “straight.” 
To forbid such helpful methods is a mark of bigotry. 
and people should not allow it. It is true, there should 
be a law compelling everybody, including Christian Sci- 
entists, to give children, who are not old enough to think 
for themscives, the benefit of proper hygienic treatment, 
when they are sick. such as bathing, dieting, massage, 
etc. 

It ia remarkable to note the widespread interest taken 
by the peopie nowadays in occult subjects—in the discus- 
sion @f psychic phenomena. It is a revulsion from gross 
materialism, and, as in all such swinging back of the 
pendulum, there is a danger that we may go to the other 
extreme. The country is being flooded with little thumb- 
nail monthly magazines, published at out-of-the-way 
cross-roads corners, devoted to what is termed the “new 
thought. as gross a misnomer as is Christian Science, 
for, as Lincoln said of a young lawyer's speech, “What- 
ever there is in it that is true is not new. and whatever 
there is in it that is new is not true.” It is simply a re- 
hash of ideas that are almost as old as the hills These 
new-thought publications are usually characterized by a 
« .rrhoea of words and a constipation of ideas. One of 
the leading apostles of the new-ithought cult, Elizabeth 
Towne, who publishes a little monthly called the Nauti- 
us, is in the habit of addressing her readers as dearie“ 
ani “sweetie.” Her husband, Willilam—who is allowed 
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to write a little, too, sometimes—does mot seem to mind 
it, either. 

However, the new thought people are certainly doing 
good in teaching people to look upon the bright side of 
things, to cast out fear, and generally to make the best 
of this world, whatever their ideas may be in regard to a 
possible next world. 

Then, there are those strange people, the Theosophists. 
The law has not interfered with them, so far, to any 
great extent, perhaps because they are eo numerically in- 
significant. Theosophy was first brought to the atten- 
tion of the public by one Madame Blavatsky, a portly fe- 
male, who incessantly smoked cigarettes, and had rather 
loose ideas in regard to sexual relations. Her big book, 
“Isis Unveiled,” is a mas of “cock-and-bull” stories. 
She wisely laid the scene of most of her etories in Thibet, 
a land that was then sealed to the world. Since then, 
Col. Younghusband’s expedition has thrown some light 
upon that mysterious land. It has been discovered that 
the people of Thibet are, without any question, the most 
filthy people on the face of the globe. Since these dis- 
coveries, we may expect that some of the glamor will be 
rubbed off Theosophy. 

There are other schools of the occult, but that is 
enough for today. In conclusion, the editor would say: 
Let us try in this, as in other things, to avoid extremes. 
Let ue keep at least one foot on earth. While 
groping in the semi-darkness efter the unseen and 
the intangible, let ub not ignore that which may be both 
seen and felt. All is not mind, as the Christian Scientists 
foolishly claim, nor is all matter. We are a combination 
of both. Let us, therefore, alm at the high ideal of the 
ancients—-mens sana in corpore sano—a sound mind in a 
sound body.
